G/tslo of the Time, not impofmg a fcvcrc Law 
upon himfclf, to Report what is true, but accom¬ 
modating his Story to the Liquorilh appetite of 
others: I have obferved that fotue Men arc alha- 
med to Recount mean and humble Matters • if 
they bring us any thing below Prodigy and Mi- 
racle, if they fluff not their Farces with Gordons, 
/Parpies. Cent antes, and Enchanted /funds , 
they neither plcafc thcmfclvcs, nor hope to take 
rheir Readers by the Heart-firings. Hence is it, 
that we have fo many lean, barren Stories, lard¬ 
ed with the Additaments of Fruitful Invention, as 
if they had been Penn'd by the Pattern of Xeno¬ 
phon's Cyrus. Non ad jitfioria fidem , fed ad 
jufti Imperii Exemplar : Not for Counter-panes 
of Truth, but Counterfeits of Fancy: They tell 
us not what was really done , but what they would 
have had done , if they might have had the Con¬ 
trivance of the Scene, and Tragedy: They fir/1 
form Idxa’s of Ingenious Romances in their own 
Heads, and then obtrude them upon the World 
for FJiftorical Verities. 

Juft as our Hydrographers in the Delineating 
of Countries, with one Wanton Extravagant Fro- 
lick of their Graver can raife Mountains, where 
Nature left us galleys-, and fink deep Hatleys, where 
God has ft retch’d out a Champ agn ; can create 
Bays, and Creeks, where the Creator made firm 
Land j and jut out Promontories jwdC apes, where 
there’s nothing in Nature toanfwcr them; and to 
fillup Vacuities (out of pure good Husbandry,

that not an inch of Ground may be loft ) prefent 
us with Flying Fijhes, Tritons, and Aiermaids, 
which fpend their hours inter Peitwem & Spr - 
cnlnr n • and left Mare dtl zn> (hould ftill be a 
Dcfol.itc VVildernefs, have courtcoufly ftock’d 
it with i he Painters Wife's lfiand, and Terr a In- 
copmiaj at this rate are we dealt with, by this 
kind of Men, who love to blow up Lar>k_ Stones 
into huge Bladders, and then put fomething in 
them to make them Rattle to plcafc Children, and 
yet they arc but bladders /lilt, though fwcllcd 
with the Tympany, andWiud-Cholick. 

There arc alfo a fort of Stories,which, by the j ray 
cf Courtsfie y vtc mif-call II if ones, that fcorn to give 
us anAccountof any thing but Dreadful, and ter¬ 
rible B attics, and how one great Man above all 
the reft, chopt olf Heads and stems, and cut oft 
fomc fheer by the vraflc, and with his Trenchant 
blade mowed down whole Files of Armed Ene¬ 
mies; the Fields all this while running with 
ft reams of Blood, and purple Gore; and all this, 

1 with as much confidence, and exaflncfs in every 
Minute Circumftauce, as if, like the Familiar 
* Damon of Paracelfu, they had been indofed in 
the pommel of the Generals Sword; or had ho¬ 
ver d, like ViFlory with her doubtful IPinji,OVcr 
both the Armies, where they might leeurcly take 
notes of all that was faid or done, in Shelton's 
Brachygraphy : but from what Principles or In- 
terefh thefe Warriours were stcled-, by what 
Rules they proceeded, with what Ccancels and 
A 2 Intriouts. 
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Intrigue S' dc/igns were managed^ and ro what 
point a\\ thefe Policies fleered j is as much below 
their Spirits as above their Abilities, to inform 
US. 

To fccurc the Reader againft the fear of fuch 
Entertainment in this Narrative, let him know, 
that he fhall meet with nothing in FaCl but what 
IS prtcifely true, what of wonderment he may 
encounter, was of Cods own working, not of 
Mans inventing ; let others make Tragedies to 
gratific the B ookjeller, and cheat the flmple buyer ; 
we need not Peter LUlicrupS Ejfex-Serpent, nor 
Livswell Chapman's Greater Aionflersto Aggran¬ 
dize our Title Pace; Gods Works need no fa)l 
to fet them off, tnc greateft beauty of Truth , is 
its nakedneft , and Symmetry. 

There is a vaft difference between the moft ela¬ 
borate produCls of Arty and the moft homely pieces 
of Nature ; for though the former will needs 
Ape the latter, yet how pitifully does flte bungle 
in the imitation / Look upon the fubtie point of 
the flnefl Needle through a A/icrofcope, and you 
will Coon be fatisfied that Art is but a Dunce, for 
the Needle will appear as blunt , and dull as a 
Drum flick.’, but come and view one of Gods 
Handy-worksinthefame Glafs, V.G. The fling 
of a B-'f, and you fhall fee it perpetually Acumi¬ 
nated till it ends in famethivg , which the Eye mull 
either confefs to be a Point , or Nothing : The 
Came Difference we may obferve between thofc 
Romances, which ?rc the IfTucs of fine wits , and 
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the feriotu grave Contrivances of Divine Provi¬ 
dence i what clnmmz.'d things arc the Caffandras 
to one of thofc pieces of proportion, to be feen in 
Cods Government of this lower World ! So that it 
were unpardonable to ftrivc to Recommend the 
wonderful Providences of God to the Genius of 
this Age, by a Lye , or to talk, deceitfully for him j 
what ever therefore this Narrative is, yet it's a 
naked Account of his own workings , and Gold 
needs no gilding. 

But now the Readers great danger lies in run¬ 
ning over fomc of Godt workj , and yet not feeing 
God in his works: Little Children, we fee, do 
hugely plcafc chcmfclvcs with the gilded Covers , 
and Marbled Leaves of Books, but concern not 
thcmfelvcs, what is within ; and if they chance 
to look a little overly upon the forms and fhapes 
of the Letters, yet underhand not the fnblimc 
matter , that may be coucht in them: Now, to 
divide the words from the meaning f is morally to 
Annihilate them, and fo whilft they fee Letters, 
and words ouely, they fee juft Nothing: There 
arc a great many fuch mufoyi&mi , fuch Old 
Children in the World, that gaze upon the fur- 
face of Gods Workj , but never arc led by them to 
admire the Wifdom , Power y Goodnefs , and Ho¬ 
lme ft of God: They deal with the works of Pro- 
videnccy juft as they do .with the works-of Crea¬ 
tion : God has engraven his own Name in Legi¬ 
ble Characters upon the Heavenly bodies. The 
Stars in their fivgle beauties , their Combined 
A 3 Ajlcnfms 9 
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jjftcrifntt, their Mutual slfpitts, their Intricate, 
ycr Regular Motions, fpcak their Author ; nay, 
upon the lowcit Recreations , the Lttfurc-fports 
of Nature, there is written, Dew fecit. But 
now the common obferver, whofc thoughts arc 
terminated by his Eye, and his Eye with the vi- 
ftble fleavens, as *tis bcfpanglcd with glittering 
things, called Planets, and itars, lofcth quite 
their main defign, which is to conduit and argue 
our thoughts up to a firjl Caufc ; for they were 
not fomuch outwhoctycduprfcr Afujick^of the 
Spheres to be fo Ravi filing: and we fliculd con- 
fefs it, could we but hear them (ing this .Antheme, 
(•lory he to Gotl on High. Can we be lo Brutifh, 
as once to imagine, that the wife God, who cre¬ 
ates nothing little, nor for a little end, fliould 
create fuc'i great, and gloriow Bodies only to be 
the Objefts of Ignorant, and b’ind Amazement ? 
Surely no; but that by the contemplation of them, 
we might be led into the shlnuration of Hint, 
whofc Being, Wifdom, Power mu ft needs be 
infinitely Glorious, when his very works arc ex¬ 
cellently fo : Here then will be the Readies dan¬ 
ger, Jell all his Spirits Ihould evaporate in a con- 
fufed Admiration, that a Boat, a little, a Canvas 
Biat (hould, like the Ark, convey fo many Per- 
fons fo many Leagues fafe to (hoar, whilil he mif- 
fes the true intent, and meaning of it, to behold 
a watchful Providence (as well as the Being of a 
Deity,') over all Affairs.

In our Return homewards, we met with fomc 
who would talk^to the grief of thofe whom God 
had wounded ; and was now in a way to heat again. 
Some would Interpretatively fay,with the Churl- J 
ifh Nabal, s Sam. 25.10. VVho are thefe ? 
And whence Come they ? There are many Ser¬ 
vants now adays that break, away,every one from 
his Mafler. But then was the fcafon when we 
had moJl Experience of Gods Faithfulnefs: And I 
fhall never ccafc to own before the world the 
great Refpeft we found from fomc English Mcr- 1 
chants, to whom wc were perfect Strangers; and

A Brief Account of thofc Providences 
which led towards our Captivity 
in Algiers. 

T HIS Narrative would be too Happy 
if it Ihould not meet with fonlc hajly 
-r- ■- and impatient Spirits, that grudge the 
time that's fpent in Preface and Introduction^ 
and fuch as theft , are wild to come at the Story 
of the Boat ; all the reft: is but one treat tedious 
fjnpertinency , thcy’ic not give a Figg for all the 
other. 
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other. I Hull make never the more haft for un- 
reafonablc Importunity; but the Remedy is in 
their own hands, they may turn over a few 
leaves, and meet with it in it's proper place, if 
they fit upon Thorns. But to the more judici¬ 
ous and confidcratc,it will be acceptable to know 
how our Foot was taken m the Snare , as well as 
how the Snare was broken, and we delivered. 

In the Moncth of June , in the Year of Our 
Lord One Thoufand, Six Hundred Thirty and 
Nine, in purfuanceof a Commifiion from the 
Right Honourable, the Earl of Warwick^, the 
Lord Say, and the Lord Brooks, we took Ship 
ct Grave fend, in the Mary of London, carry¬ 
ing fix Guns, Mr. Boarder being Mafter, and 
James Waller the Mafters Mite ; the Ship was 
chiefly Laden with Linnen and Woollen Cloath, 
having in her, Seamen and Paflengers, above 
fixty, bound for the file of Providence in the 
Well-Indies. Five weeks we lay in the Downs t 
wifhing, and waiting for a Wind, and then we 
fet Sail, and came to an Anchor near the I fie of 
Wight ; but by this time ail our Beer in the Ship 
ftunk,and we were forced to throw it over board, 
and to take in Vinegar to mix with Water for 
our Voyage. The next Lords Day we fet Sail 
again, and coming between the Ifland and the 
Main Land, we ftuck faft in the Sands, but the 
Tide coming in, hove us off. Thcle Circum- 
ftanccs feem very inconfiderable to thofc that 
were not concerned in the Products of them;

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but God has given us the Advantage and leifure 
to fee what great things w’crc in the Womb of 
thtft hide ,L,,. Had the Wind flood Uon'tr 
againllus, it had been ki, andthedan- 

2 cr had been fa} ; had it flood left whk againft 
us, it had been far m too, and we had been 
•’one P'ljl the dAnoer : But God appoints it the 
Moment when it" fitould come about to blow us 
into the Mouths of our Enemies: \\ c fee the 
Truth of that, Tt kr“*> what to fray for ■. 
We prayed for n Wind, and we had id iVhtrl- 
If we always knew what mifchief the 
Anfwerof our Prayers would do us, we mould 
be glad to cat our words, and pray agamlt our 
Prayers. Denyal is often the bed Antwer, and 
we had need leave all Petitions to the wifdom of 
God to be Interpreted, according to his good 
plcafurc, and returned as they may be good tor 
us, and make molt for his own Glory : we 
were alfo taught, that the Sea may fomctuncs 
be our beft Friend, and the Earth our worn E- 
nemy; and that nothing can do tti goodot hurt 
bat by iht DtreChon and Commijfton of tbt all- 

VVe were now three Ships tn Company, and 
one of the other 1 remember carried Nine Guns, 
Mr. Church, Mailer. The fixth day after our 
fetting Sail from th'e Ijlc of XY.ght, by break of 
Day in the Morning, we difeovered three Ships 
about three or four Leagues to Lee-ward: 11 * 
Mailers of our $hips presently confuted, what 
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was mofl advifcablc ; whether to .'lay and fpcak 
with them, or to make the bett of our way; 
atlail ( upon what Rcafons I know not ) it was 
determined that we Ihould ilay: It was not long 
before we Difcovcrcdthofc other three Ships to 
be Turly Men of War, who cfpying their prey, 
endeavoured to conic up with us, which about 
Night they cffcdlcd: Whilil they were com¬ 
ing up, the Mailers of our Ships feemed rcfalv- 
cd to 1 ightthem, and accordingly made prepa¬ 
ration to receive them; but in the Night, the 
Mailer and Company of the Ship wherein I was, 
altered their Counfcls, let their Refactions dye, 
and agreed to run for it; uncertain C\ttnfels ne¬ 
ver prodr.ee better fitccejs ; when we might have 
gone, then we would flay ; and when there was 
no way to efcape , then we mull nee Js attempt it : 
Had we cither at firll rcfolvcd net to Fight them, 
or rcfolving to Fight, bad profcctucdor.r Kefo- 
lutiom like men of Courage, we might, per¬ 
haps, either have aviydedth: danger , or b< live¬ 
ly Ataficr'd it. The Turks perceiving us be¬ 
gin to run, fentone of their Number to Chafe 
us, whillt their other two attended the remain¬ 
ing two of our Company till the Morning. At 
break of Day they began to Fight us, and after 
a fhort Difputc Boarded us,and rook us all three: 
In the Afary, fix were flain,and many wounded; 
fa final! was the difference between Flight and 
Fight ; but that the Death and Wounds of thofe 
that Jlye arc di(honourable; but of them

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th.it Fight, beautiful, and Glorious. 

Many weeks they kept us dole Prifoners at 
Sea i we found many H in their Ships, 

Slaves, like our fclvcs, from whom we had no 
other Comfort, but the Condoling of each o- 
thers Mifcrics, and that from them we lcar.it 
a fmattcring of the Common Language, which 
would be of fomc ufc to us when we Ihould 
come to Algiers, whither,aftcr five or fix weeks, 
we were brought.

lie Defer iftiost of Algiers, with their 
Manner of Buying , and Selling 
Slaves . 

. ■ . : 

A Lgitr is a City very plcafantly Scituatcd 
on the fide of the Hills, over-looking the < 
Mediterranean, which lyes North of it ; and it 
lifts up it's proud Head fo Jmpcrioufly, as if tt 
Challenged a Sovereignty over thofc Seas, and 
cxpc&cd Tribute from all that fhall look within 
the Sfreights. It lyes in the $oth. Degree of 
Longitude, and hath fomcwh.tf left than 35 
Degrees of North latitude : The City is con- 
fidcrably large , the Walls being above three 
miles in Compafs, beautified and ilrcngthncd 
with five Gates : Port-Marine towards the 
North, and Pert Ptfeadore not far front thence, 
and Porta Nova towards the South; built, as 
they Report by the Spaniard, whilft it was in 
their Pofleflion: The Weil Gate, which they 
call Bubawitc , and the Ealtern Gate, which in 
their Tongue is called Bubazjoon \ They have 
alfo fcvcral ftrong Caftlcs befides that upon the 
point of the Mole, fo that the Town is judged 
impregnable. The City is Built very Rarely, 
antf yet more ftrong than (lately i and more 
Famous 
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, Famous than ftrong, but not more Famous for 
li any thin;; than for infamy, being the Retreat, the 
I: Nell ofthofc Tin kjjli Corfairs, which have long 
1 ] Tyrannized in, and been a Terror to the Neigh- 
i bouring Seas. It is fuppofed by fomc to con- 
,i tain four thoufand Families, by others, four- 
fcour thoufand Perfons; but they mult needs be 
* very fliort in their Reckoning, it having been 
Judged, that of all Nations there could be c° lefs 
"j than twenty five thoufand Slave t. 1 he Private 
Buildings arc very beautiful, flat Roof'd, Ador¬ 
ned with Galleries towards their Courts, fup- 
; ported by Pillars .• And they may afford to build 
j fuinptuoufly, bccaufe they build at other mens 

! coft, and with other mens hands: Their Tem¬ 
ples arc alfo very Magnificent, and much too 
good for their Religion, whofc Pra&icc and 
! Convention fpcaks them to fay, There is no 
God. And yet we Read of a Keltgiout Thief, 

' who never went about the workj of his calling 

I ( for fo he called flea!in o') but he would folcmnly 
implore the jiffifi.wce of his Idol : A ft range 
god, furc -, that wou'd be acccfiary to his De- 

I voto's Robberies: And a ft range Worfhipper, 
that cither hoped to Flatter jiis god to become his 
accomplice in Villany, with the Vow of a good 
round ftiarc of the Booty, or would be fuch a 
| Fool, to think That God worth the Worfhip- 
I ping that fliould be thus flatter'd. They have al- 

I fo many ftatcly Baths, to which the Men refort 
in the Morning, and the Women in the After 
C no 
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noon. But they want onc,xvorth them all , where • 
in they Might by Faith and Repentance wafh 
away their hlthincfs. 

To this fair City we were brought, yet in 
our Eyes it was moft ugly and deformed ; for 
the French Proverb is univerfally true, II ny a 
point dc bel Prison. There it no fttch thing at a ’ 
fair Prifon . I confcfs, for a Coal , it’s one of 
the fofi built that I have feen; there’s nothing 
that the Soul of Man bears with more regret 
than Reflraint : The Body it fclf is judged by 
fomc to be but the Souls htrle-eafe y or Cage ; 
where though it feems to Dxvell , yet 'tis but in 
Honourable Durance •, and though it dares not 
breathe P/ifon , yet it liftens, and longs for 
a Coal-delivery : There can be nothing large 
enough for a Sou! but God, from whom f/nce 
it once at firfi came, it mull needs be reliefs 
till it return to him again; and furcly it has much 
forgot it fclf, and extract, if it can take up with 
fatisfaftion in any thing on tbit fide its Crea¬ 
tor. 

As foon as we were put afhorc, for the firft > 
Night we were locked down in a deep nafty Cella >; 
fomc inconveniences we felt ,but they were no¬ 
thing to what we feared : The next day we were 
carried , or led, or rather driven to the Vice- 
Roys, or Bafhaw s Palace, who according to 
the Cuftomc, and his own Right, is to have the 
tenth man for hit Dividend of the Slaves. 

When the next Market day came, we were 

driven 1 
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arivcti hi\r ficafls thither, and expofed to Sale • 
and there is a great deal of God's goodnefs in 
that one word, that it was not to the Slaughter- 
hottfe to be liitichet ’</, as well as to the A/arkjt 
to be Sell. Their Cruelty is great, but their 
I C ozttoufntfs exceeds their Cruelty ; could they 
I make as much of us Dead , as they make alive, 
j that fo both the Interefts , of Cruelty , and of 
‘ Covet oaftie ft might be fecured and reconciled , 
we arc well allured which way it Ihould have 
: gone with us. But it mult be a great deal of 
/ allow and Fat , that will anfwcr nvo or three 
Dollars a Motitth. 

Their manner of Selling Slaves is this. They 
lead them up and down the Fair, or Market; 
1 and when a Chapman bids any money, they 
prcfcntly cry,a-Rathe la Racbe / that is, Here's 
fo much money bidden , who bids n.ore ? They 
that cheapen the expofed Slaves are very ctr- 
I eunfpeCl Perfons, they carry their eyes in their 
J Heads, as well as their mony in their Pnrfes, 
| and ufc the one in laying out the other ; for they 
I arc loth to buy a Pig in a poke: Their firlt To- 
i licy is to look-in their mouths \ and agood,ltrong, 
i entire fet of Grinders will advance the Price con- 
1 fidcrably; ani they have good Reafon for this 
<■ Practice: for firlt, they arc Rational Creatures, 
and know, that they who have not Teeth , cao- 
not eat ; and they that cannot eat i cannot wot 
and they that cannot work, ,are not for their turn; 
and they that arc not for their turn , arc not for 
C 2 their 
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their money. And Sceondly,rhcy intend ro keep 
them nt hard meat all the Tear, and it mult net 
he gums, but folulVitth ( nay> if it were pof- 
fibic, cafe harden’d Teeth) that milft chew it; 
and when all is done, they had need of the O - . 
Jlriches Stomach to digeft it. Their next pro- I 
ccfs is to feel their Links as whether there be ' 
any Frail me, or Dtjlocation in the Bones; any 
thing Analogical to Spavin, or Ringbone, for 
thefe will bringdown the Market wonderfully: 
And to be clean Limb’d, clofe coupled, ir ell joynt- 
ed, will advance it at much. The Age *< very 
confdcrable \ but they that fell them, did not 
breed them, and therefore they know nothing, 
morcorlcfs of that: Two ways they lave to 
find out the Age •, the one is, to (land to the 
courtcfic of the Slaves, but they arc not bound 
to make any fuch Difeovery, and therefore they j 
go by general conjcfturcs from the Beard, f 
Face, or Hair; but a goodfet of Teeth will j 
make any one ten Tears Younger, and a broken j 
one ten Years Older than the Truth ; for if they 
were five hundred Tears OldaW is a Cifc, if they 
could but eat and i vor^ or if they could not eat, I 
yet if they could bur work , or if neither eat nor j 
ivor^, if their Skins would but fetch in the mo- l 
my again. You fhall have the Seller commend [ 
his Goods to the Sky, and the Buyer, on the |, 
other hand, as much undervalue them, and the t 
true Markct pricccommonly lies ju/l between 
them i but fo it is all the World over. O, fays 1 
• the f 

* t 
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the Seller, mark what a back, be bat, what a 

! | breadth be bears between the fhouldcrs ! What 
| a C oc/l! How firong fet ! How fitted on the 
i nonce for Hardenj\ FJe'le do but t'nc too much 
■j workg Pifh, fays the Buyer, He looks like a 
Pillar d, like a very Ale a cock, at bis Provender , 

, and one that feems to be firfcited. But they 
) arc very curious in examining the Hands', for 
- if they be callout and brawny, they will fhre wel¬ 
ly guefs they have been mured to Labour j if de¬ 
licate, and tender, they will fufpeft fomc 6Yw- 
tleman, or Merchant, and then the hopes of a 
good Price of Redemption makes him Sale¬ 
able. 

When any arc Sold, they mutt be trotted 

i o/ ce won to the Vice-Roys, that he mav have 
the Review of them, and if he likes any of them 
at the prizes they went o)f at, there's no more 
I Difputc , they arc bn own. 

As for my fclf, I was Sold the firft Market- 
day to a Tagarcen-, and that the Reader may „ 
not Humble at that hard word, he may under- 
Hand ; That when the Moon were driven out of 
Spain by Ferdinand the. Great, they, upon their 
return into slfnca, aflumed Names that might 
Argue Gentility, and be an Evidence of their 
sludem Extra!}, from fuch places where they 
had been great Dons, and accordingly there arc 
many Families thus denominated j as Tagareens , 
Jar been t, &c.

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SECT. III. 

An Account of fame Difficulties that I met 
rrith during mj CapttvAj in Algiers. 

T Hofc Mifcrics which it is dreadful to endure , 
arc yet delightful to be rttr.embrtd\ and 
there’s a fccrct plcafurc to chew the Cud, and 
ruminate upon efcaped dangers: However, the 
Reader may afiord to run over with his Eye in 
an hour, that which 1 ran through in five Tears ; 
and fuppofing himfclf fafe upon the Amphithea¬ 
tre , may behold poor Slaves Combating with 
beaftt below. 

The firft Adventure 1 met with after I was 
brought to my Patrons Houfc ( for fo I mull 
now /tile him ) had well nigh co /1 me my Life. 
My Patron's Father being defirous to fee his Sons 
rcnny-woithy commanded me up into a Gallery, 
which looked into the Court j he began to in- 
fultovcrme with infupportablc fcorn, refledling 
upon me bccaufe I was a Chriftian , and ca /1 out 
foi)ic Expreflions which did really refell upon 
the Perfon of my Redeemer , (though I have 
heard worfe fnee.') My Necl^ was no tyet bowed, 
nor my Heart brokjn to the Tok.e of bondage ; 
I could not well brooby, bccaufe 1 had not been 
pfed then to fuch Language i and bccaufe 1 could 

not 
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not c/prcfs my fdf in the Morefco, or Lingua 
Franc, I fupplycd it with Signs; and imitating 
the Cobiers Turks, I fignificd both ways as well 
as 1 could, That their Prophet vent hut a Qoblcr. 
I confefs, my meaning was no more, but that 
Mahomet, bythchclpof SergiiUy a Nejlortan 
Afonl^y and ylbdalla the Jew, had patch'd up a 
Cento of JewiJIt, and A/onkifls Fopperies, which 
was now their Religion. But he, without the 
preamble of many Railing words, fell upon me 
with fevere blows ; what ever Rage and Fury 
, his Hands or Feet could Execute, that 1 felt; 
and my intreaties did but inrogc hit choler y (o 
:hat I faw I might fooncr blow out the Fire with a 
pair of bellows , than lcnific his Paffton with pray¬ 
ers \\ had no other way but this, to make an of¬ 
fer of leaping down out of the Gallery into the 
Court, and therefore clapping my Hands upon 
the Rails, as if I would throw my fclf head-long 
down over them, and rather chufc to receive 
my Death from the Pavement, than his Hands , 
hcprefently aflwages, if not his Rage, yet the 
Execution of it. The Old Gentleman knew ve¬ 
ry well, that if 1 loll my Life , his Son muft lofc 
hisprefent money, and future profit; for there’s 
little made out of a Dead Mans Skin : and there¬ 
fore he refpites my further punirtiment till my 
Patron s return, and then indeed this reputed 
blafphemy of mine with full cry was carried to 
his Ears, and it lojl nothing in the telling , but 
was aggravated to purpofc: My Patron being 
C 4 Naturally 
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Naturally a very pafiionatc Man, faid nothing, 
but without Examination,drew out hit lor.g 
( which they conllantly wear by their Tides) and 
made at me; and had there doubtlcfs put an end 
to my life and captivity at once, had not his wife, 
who was there fcafonably prefent, taken him in 
her Arms, andfwcctcn'd him into more mode¬ 
rate counfcls. Some will be ready enough to 
fay that I was but .1 Martyr to my own Folly ; 
This was not a place Tor Difptite, but ( Jbcdience . 
Well, 1 learn r front hence two Leffons : One, 
That when the B >dy is a Slave , the Reafon mail 
not expel} to be Free • and where the whole out - 
ward Man is in Bondage, the Tongue mull not 
4^lcad Exemption. A Second , That it's fair 
for Slaves to enjoy the freedom of their own Con- 
fcicnces , without Reviling anothers Religion , 
though erroneous; and this wit / bought , as it 
fell out, a pretty good Penny worth. 

When the Storm was over, my Employment , 
was aligned me ( Tor they had rather fee a Slave 1 
dead than Idle ) and for about half a Year it lay 
in trudging rn Errands, bearing Burdens, and 
difeharging other domcftick Services at Com¬ 
mand , wherein the oncly confidcration was, that 
tr was commanded, and not Wh.it wot comman¬ 
ded. 

At this time my Patron had a part in a Man 
of War, which carried twelve Guns,: She being 
at Sea ( with fomc others of the fame place ) 
met with an £nglijh Merchant , Laden with 
riate , 
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riate, and other Rich Commodities fiom Spain, 
and Bound for London, ( one JJ'aac being At a- 
Jitr,) and after a very Jharp, though fhort dtf- 
puie, the Algerines carried her, and brought 
herfafe home. The Adventurers divide their 
Booty, and being high flown with thisfuccefs , 
they Rcfo'vc to ht her out again to carry more 
Guns j and from hence grew my new Employ¬ 
ment. Upon the Carpenters I attended, waited 
on the Smiths, to get the Iron work fitted, and 
finilhed; and truly he allowed me more for Por. 
tage than to the ordinary Han.tr.eh, or Common 
Porters. 

When this Ship was now fitted for another 
Adventure, my Patron tells me, J mufi go in 
her ; it was a nipping word : 1 pleaded, that I 
was no Sea-man, underftood nothing of the 
Mariners Art, and therefore as he could expert 
little Service from ne in that kind, fo 1 mult 
expert moft rigorous treatment, becaufcl could 
not acquit my fclf in the Service as well as others; 
he removed my Pleas, and promifed I rtiould 
not be wronged; but there was more at the bot¬ 
tom than all this: For here a cafe of Confcicncc 
offered it fclf. Whether 1 might without fin in 
any cafe fight again ft Chnjhans , on the Port of 
the common Enemy of all Chriftianity ? The bc/l 
Refolution I could give my fclf, was this; that 
firit, my employment would oncly lye in man- 
aging the Tackle ,which will kill no body; but it 
was rcplycd,that without the due management of 
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the Tacl^e, all the Guns in the Ship would kill 
nobody: Secondly, therefore I anl'wcrcd, That 
it was not evident that they would engage againd 
Chridinns more than all the rejl of Alan kind, 
for all the World arc their Enemies, who arc 

Rich enough to invite them,and too weak^to refifl 
them ; but my Patron had a folutson worth all 
thefe : lie told me peremptorily, I mufl, and 
fhouldgo j I found my felf tinder force, I was a 
Prefft Alan : who could not examine thejuflice 
of the Caufie. In a word, his Commands were 
back'd with Compulfion, and whatever his Au¬ 
thority was, he had more power than I had Cou- 
ra^e to duty, or flrength to refifl ; and go I did. 
Yet 'his I will fay for him; he fpokc to the Cap¬ 
tain r.id Olficcrsof the Ship, to treat me civtly , 
that is, lefs cruelly than other Slaves were treated : 
He gave me fome money alfo in my Pocket, 
bought me Cloaths, and laid me in Provifion 
above the Ships allowance. 

Nine weeks we were at Sea, within , and with¬ 
out the Streights, Cruifing, and Pickarooning 
up an i down, at lad we met with one poor Hun¬ 
garian French Man of War, whom we took, 
and fo returned. 

My Patron having been at great charges in 
fitting, and manning out this Snip, an duhe Re- 
prifals fo flcndcrly Anfwcring his great cod, and 
greater hopes, told me, I mud allow him two 
Do lers per moneth , and Live afhorc where I 
would, and get it whcrcIcouH. This was a 

hard 
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hard chapter^ That he that coil’d not maintain 
htmfelf, fhould be compelled to contribute to 
the maintenance of another ; it was difficult/* 
ratfe increafe out of no fioc and to pay Inter eft 
out of no Prinipal ; but there was no contend¬ 
ing .• It coft me much debate with my fclf, and 
I turn d my thoughts into all forms and lhapeJ , 
but all projects that prefented ihcinfclvcs were 
incumbrcd with fo many difficulties, that they 
amounted very near to impojjibi'ities. The more 
I confuted, the further I found my fclf from a 
conclufion,and I could fee no way but one , (but 
that was worth a thoufand, could I have made 
the beft of it,) and that was to commit my fclf to 
God , who had brought me into this fir ait , be* 
fetching him that he would bring me out of it. 

But that my trufiling to God might not be a 
clo.ik.for Lazjnrf , or .1 Pillow for S loath to reft 
upon, I addrcfl my fclf to an E>tgliJb-man f \vho(c , 
Condition was that of a Slave , whofe Calling 
was that of a Taylor. He at firft word counfellcd 
me to come and ftay with him, and he would 
teach me to work of his Trade. I accounted 
nothing bafe that was ho/iefi, and neceffity would 
ennoble a far meaner Employment, and very rea¬ 
dily elofed in my thoughts with his motion, and 
was fuddenly elevated into huge hopes that I 
fhould now be in a capacity to Anfwcr my Pa¬ 
tron's demands, and efcape his lafij. But my 
ftraits were not (it feems) great enough to 
glorifie God > nor my condition mean enough to 

mag- 
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magnitic his Power in railing me; I was not re¬ 
duced to that Extremity which would make an 
Opportunity to exalt his appearing Mercy ; for 
when I came to him the next day, 1 perceived 
by his filcncc that his Mind was changed, and l 
was loth, tuber out of Aiodtjly, or Pride, to 
give him further trouble; and therefore Inter¬ 
preting his Silence to be amore Civil way of de¬ 
ny at, 1 left him, and once more Launched out 
into the wide World. 

In this forlorn Poliurc l wandred, but neither 
knew, nor much cared whither ; though the wife 
God both kite iv, and cared ; and his Providence 
Direfted me to another Emhjh-m.vt, who was 
fitting in «In tit Shop : I Ie asked me what News? 
And ( as that which is uppermost always comes 
out fir;t; I prefcntly began the Story of my 
defperate Condition; how the Rigid Law of 
my Patron had impofed two Dollars per A fourth 
upon me, and J knew not where to levy the Icaft 
Mite of u: lie heard, tonfidcrcd, Pityed iny 
Condition, and invited me to come and fit in 
the Shop with him ; but feeing nothing but bare 
Walls, I asked him, to whit End ? What 
Trade fhould we drive there ? There's not much 
difference between Jlerving in the Streets, and 
in the Shop. Countrey-man (faidhe) I drive 
here an unknown Trade; here I fell Lead, Iron, 
Shot, Strong- waters, Tabacco, and many other 
things: This Motion was a great deal too good 
to be refufed; and I think at that time no tole¬ 
rable 


Of Crc.it Mercy. 19 

rablc condition would have ftuck with tnc. 

I acquainted my Patron with my Defign, 
p'cadcd 1 wanted i'tock to fit up with •, he lent 
me a fautll modicum, and with another pittance 
that I had privately referved of my own, I be¬ 
gan co Trade. That very N ght I went and 
bought a parcel of Tabacco; the next Morning 
we drefs'd it, cut it, and fitted it for Sale; and 
the World feemed to fmilcon us wonderfully. 
In th s way of Parmcr-fhip we continued for 
fomc while, and what we got clear, we divided 
every week according to the proportion of our 
re fpeftive docks In a while,finding the world to 
co me in upon us, we ventured upon no lefs than 
a whole but of \Vtut \ fomc Money \vc had,and 
font Credit-. This Wine we drew out, and got 
confidcrably by it. But it's very difficult to 
maintain Moderation in an exalted flatc, for even 
•nr (fate was capable of bitter and worfe ; for 
my Partner being elevated with our good Suc- 
Cefs, grew a Felliw, and a b.td Husband ; 
neglected his bufmefs, w ent tipling, andfud'ing 
up and down, and the concerns of the Shop and 
Trade lay wholly upon my fhouldcrs. 

It fell out, that one John Randal, who, w'ith 
his Wife and Child were taken in the fame Shio 
with my felf, being pur to the fame fliifts with 
my felf, and, as ‘tis very common, having a 
Moncthly Tax impofed upon him by his Patron, 
which he mud ferape up where he could, and 
befides maintain hiirdclf, his Wife, and Chilli, 
went 
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went up and down fccking for Relief, at laft 
the poor Man draggled to our Shop : His cafe 
made great impreflion upon me, I could not buc 
confider thegoodnefsof God tome, that fhould 
now be in a condition to advife, mid help another , 
whofo lately wanted both my felf; and it tad 
this operation upon me, that 1 wou'd not fuller 
a poor dillrcficd Countrey-man, a Fellow-Cap¬ 
tive, a Fellow Chriilhn to /land begging at that 
door, where I had fo lately Rood my felf: Shall 
I fhut the Door, or my Heart upon him, when 
God had opened a Ooor of hope to me in the 
day of my Trouble? Shall 1 foill requite the 
Lords kindnefs to me? Surely that God who 
comforts u> in our Tribulations , expeGs that ivr 
Jhonld comfort othirs in theirs, 2 Cor. 1.4. I 
bad him therefore come in, and knowing him 
to be a Clover by Trade, advifedhim to learn 
to make Canvas Cloaths for Sea men that arc 
Slaves; and for my own part, he fhould fie 
Rent-free ; but if my Partner would infill upon 
hit Moiety , he muft be willing to fatisfic him, 
for I had no power to determine of anothers 
Right. 

It were tedious to trouble the Reader how 1 
wore our three or four irkfomc Y cars in this 
way of Trading .• All this while there was no 
dawning of Deliverance from our Bondage: As 
one Year left us, another found us, and deliver¬ 
ed us over Captives to the nextOur condition 
was bad, and in danger every day of being 
worfc. 
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worfc as the mutable I lumours of our Patroncs 
determine! upon us, for our Shop and 1 radc 
was no free bold : The truth is, in time we were 
fo habituated to Bondage, that we almo ft forgot 
Liberty , and grew ftupid, and fenflefs of our 
1 Slavery; like Iffachar, we Couched down be - 
L tween our burdens , we bowed our Jhoiilders to 

I bear, and became Servant j to Tribute, Gcn.49. 
14,15. And were in danger to be like thofc 
Jfraehtes in Babylon, who being once fettled, 
forgot Canaan , and dwelt with the King fur his 
work., 1 Chron. 4. 23. We feem'd as if our 
Ears had been bored, and we hjd vowed to Serve 
our Pat rones for ever. I.ong Bondage breaks 
the Spirits, it featters ILpe ejf, and difeoura- 
ges all at tempt.• for Freedom : And there were 
more evils attended our condition than the bodily 
torture , which we were always lyuble to, and 
fometimes endured 

1. We were under a perpetual temptation to 
deny the Lord that bought m, to make cur Souls 
Slaves, that our Bidiei might Recover Liberty. 
As Satan once tempted Job to Curfe Cod . and 
' dye ; fo he knew how to change his note to us, 
and accommodate his Snare to our Condition.to 
Curfe God, that we might Live. How many 
have made Sbipwrac{ of Faith, that they might 
not be Chained to the Galleys ? I can never c- 
nough admire the grace of that Promife, Pfal. 
125.3. The Rod of the II 'icked Jhall not al¬ 
ways re/l upon the Lot of the Righteous, left the 
Right e- 
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Right tens put forth their hands to Iniauity } nor 
ever enough adore the faithfulncfs of nini, who 
trill not fujfer m to he tempted above that we are 
able, I Cor. IO. 13. 

And 2. Evil is the unmaningy and difpiriting 
of the Soul to worthy A&ions ; for we are apt 
to put on the Temper and Spirit of Slaves with 
the Habit , and the Chriftians of the Greeks 
communion, arc a very fad inf awe of this 
Truth. 

And 3, We were very much at a lofs for the 
Preaching of the Word : And yet herein the gra¬ 
cious God liept in for our Relief. 
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SECT. IV. 

IJow God Provided for our Sojtls , by find- 
tug us an Able Miniflcr to Preach the 
Gnjpcl to us in our Bondage. 

T IIEGracious God looking upon the afflict¬ 
ion of his poor Servants, and Remerr.br ing 
tu in our low EJtatc, was plcafcd many ways to 
m tigatc the load of our Captivity: We have 
Rcafon to fay, with the Church, Ezra 9.9. We 
were Mondfmen, yet our God bath not forfiken 
w in our Monday, but bath extended Afercy to 
tu, to give nr. a reviving,, and a A ’ail in bn Ho¬ 
ly place : And thus he brought about his Dcflgn 
of Grace and Mercy. There was an Enghfh 
Ship taken by fame of our Algerine Pirates,and 
in h r one Mr. Devereux Sprat, a Miniflcr of 
thcGofpcl. ltdefervesour confederation, and 
greateft Admiration, that the wife God fhould 
Jkpp y our Neccfiitiet at the cofl and charges of 
others of his dear Servants: But thus Providence 
fent Jefepb into Egypt , where he endured a 
thirteen Years Slavery, that he might preferve 
the Lives of his Fathers Family, within whofc 
narrow walls the moil viflblc Church of God in 
thofe days was cnclofcd, Gen. 45.5. Now, 
feme of usobferving this Mr. Sprat to be a Per* 
D fon 
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fun of wry Sober, Crave, and Religious De¬ 
portment, we addrefled our fclvcs to him, and 
humbly entreated him, that we might enjoy the 
benefit of his .Viniftry; in Order whereto, we 
defired him that he would compound with his 
Patron at fo much a moncth as he could, and bc- 
caufcwc were abundantly convinc'd of our Du¬ 
ty to adminilter to him of our Carnal dnngs, 
who fiiouldadminillcr to us of hit Spirituals,we. 
engaged to allow him a Competency to maintain 
himfclf, and fatisfic the expectations of his Pa¬ 
tron : 'I he good man hearkened to us with much 
readinefs ^ and now indeed we found our bur¬ 
dens much lighter, and our conditions not prefs 
fo hard upon our Spirits: Thrice a week, this 
Godly painful Servant of Jefus Chrilt prayed 
with us, and Preach d to us the Word of Ged ; 
our meeting place was a Cellar, which I had hi¬ 
red at fomc diltancc from our Shop, where I 
flowed fomc Goods chat were peculiarly my 
t own, when we fell into a greater flrokc of Trade. 
To our Meetings reported many, fometimes 
three or fourfcorc, and though we met next the 
Street . yet we never had the leaf! disturbance 
from the Turks, or Moors ; for whilft we in- , 
rcrmcdlcd not with their Super flit ions, but paid i 
our Patroncs their demands, we might, without I 
# any diiturbanccfrom them, IVorJIsip our God, 
according to our Confciences : It s true, that fuch i 
were the circumitances of the Slavery of many ' 
poor Chriftians, that they could not attend; and 

fuch 
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fuch the wretched carclcfsncfs of others, that 
they woi .14 not attend, and fuch the Provifions 
that God had made for others, by other means, 
that they needed net , perhaps, attend upon 
Gods Wordlip with us j but thus was our God 
plcafcd to give us the means of jlrcngthning our 
, Faith , and Comfortingonr drooling Spirits. 

At length came one Captain Wildy of Rat- 
< cliff to Trade there, who, with the Affiliancc 
of the Leghorn Merchants, freed our MiniHer 
h from his Patron. After his freedom from his 
j Patron, yet there remained a Duty of fixty Dol- 
3 lersj which was a particular charge payable to 
the Publick Treafury, before he could be fully 
! enlarged from the City .• We Petitioned there¬ 
fore the Captain, that he might, and Mr. Sprat 
!' himfclf, that he would (till continue to be Ser¬ 
viceable to our poor Souls, in the work of the 
Gofpcl, and we cafily prevailed, and had the 
benefit of his Miniltry whillt I (laid there. 
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SECT. V. 

Some Remarkable Obfervations that I 
gleaned up , whtljl f remained in Al¬ 
giers. 

T Hey that are prefled with their own P<rfi¬ 
nal Grievances, have little leifurc to look^ 
abroad, and obferve the Motions of otlxrs and 
indeed our own Afflictions however fwcctncd, 
lay dill gnawing, and grating upon our Spirits, 
that we mud needs be very ill qualified to trea- 
furc up materials to make a Hidory. Such a 
Defign required Leifurc, Liberty, Privacy, 
Retirednefs, Intelligence, and ftriCt corrcfpon- 
dcncc, to all which we were perfect Strangers. 
Yet fotnetimes 1 could make a Truce with my 
Troubles, and obtain fo long a ccflation from 
my Vexatious prcflurcs, as to make Obfer- 
vation. 

And, I. The IJypocriftc of their Profefsion 
was fo notorious, that he mud put out his Eyes 
thatdid not fee it. One Moncth in the Year they 
Obferve their R.xmtdam , which is their Lent ; 
and indeed they Obferve it by day with more than 
Monkjfl Aujlertty, impofing upon thcmfclvcs 
a total Aifttnenct: Ao ObCcrvacion which they 
may be prefumed to owe to that Ntflorum 
Monk., 
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A foully who club’d with Mahomet in the cur- 
fed invention of the yllchoran : But for all their 
demure Qu-tdragcfimal looks by day ^ they give, 
or fell the inf elves to comin t with greedinefs all 
manner of the molt execrable Villanies by night. 
And they cheat thcmfelvcs with this evasion; 
that forfooth Aluhomet Commanded them to h aft 
I fo many Days , but not fo many Nights : For 
1 now they beat up their Drums, and call their 
I Friends nril out of bed , then out of doors , they 
! provoke, challenge, dare one another to eat , 
j drn.\, and run into all exce fs of Riot. They 
{ will neither [fare Man in their Rage, nor IVo- 
1 man in their Luft : The two hungry Meals of 

I toe Day, makes the third of the Night an errand 
elution. By Day they create thcmfelvcs a 
Purgatory, and by Night the poor Slaves find a 
I /Jell. Now, when they have craind their 
j Guts all Nighty and arc A law fit k. in the morn - 
, i”gi they put on their Lenten face again ; and 
call that a h aft , which is but Phyftckj, and pre¬ 
tend Religion for that which they arc compcll'd 
to by Nature \ that is, they h'ajt when they can 
eat anddrink.no longer : But indeed their Fad 
fi by Day is nothing but a d<y Drupktnnefs ; for 
'' when they have drunk, and whored thcmfelvcs 
into fin t they fancy they merit a pardon by ab- 
' ftineuce. A piece of Hypocrifie fo grofs, that 
whether it be to be famplcd any where in the 
1 World, unlcfs, perhaps, by the Po?ifh Came - 
I valjy I cannot tell.

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2. I could not but Obfcrvc, that though they 
allow, that every Man may be J'avedtn that Re- 
he ion he profejjes , provided he walks by its 
Rules , and therefore that at laft, the Jews, un¬ 
der the Banner of Mofet\ the Cbrifhans , un¬ 
der the Banner of Chrijh, and the Turks, under 
the Banner of Mahomet , fhall all March over a 
fair bridge , into I know not what Paradife , a 
place far beyond the Ehfian'Fields j yet they 
aliord w«iry to one, who having once projef 
fed , afterwards Revolts from Afahumctanifm j 
an inltance whereof I fhall now prefent the Rea¬ 
der with. 

The Spaniards every Year return a confiden¬ 
ce fum of money to Algiers , to be employed 
in the Redemption of fuch of their own Coun- 
trey as arc there in Slavery: Some fay, there 
is a particular Treafury fet apart for that Ser¬ 
vice ; but this I know, that they ufc the Cha¬ 
ritable benevolence of well difpofed Per ferns, to 
advance it. Now, there u as a Sp.mijh Frier, 
that was a Slave, who being parted by in the 
Redemption that Tear , took it very hamoujly to 
be neglcftcd, thought hiinfclf much wronged\ 
hereupon he grows Difcontentcd , and the De¬ 
vil ( who never works with greater fucccfs than 
upon that Humour)takes the Advantage to pujh 
him cn ; and he in a pert , Renounces the Chri- 
ilian Religion, declares himfclf a Muffulman, 
and accordingly appears in his TurkjJh Habit. 
I knew him very well by fight, he was a fat, 
corpulent 
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corpulent Perfon; but after ht hid turned Rene• 
gatio, lobferved him to become than gey lean, 
and debitedin hts Countenance, but I little fuf- 
pc&cd , that the Root of hit Di/temper lay in 
ms Confcience: but ic Teems he had fevcrcly re¬ 
flected upon bn Apojtacy , for he had not Re¬ 
nounced onely his J'opery , but bif Cbrtftanity : 

' His own Conference, which was a tboufoul 
! IVitnejfes againd him, was atboufand Torrr.c i- 
| far* to him: Long he bore it’s fccret and find¬ 
ing Lajhef y but when he could no longer thnJ 
, under them, he goes to the Y ice-Roy's Palace, 

1 and there openly declares himfclf a Chriftian, 
I and proterts againft the Superftition and Idola- 
j try of Mahomet , as a molt Execrable, and dam¬ 
nable lmpolturc : Immediately he is convened 
before the Counccl,and there Itriftly Examined, 
j he pCrfilts rcfolutcly in his Profcfiion, where¬ 
upon he is clapt in Irons, and for fome time there 
. fccurcd : Now, they pretended this Rcafon for 
1 their procedure. That there had been fome 
pradlifing and tampering with him, either Mo- 
i rally by Argument , or NaturrJ y by fome L>ofe 
of intoxicating Drugs , that had thus Diltcm- 
i pered him; for loth they were it Ihould be 
thought, that any Man of found mind, or 
(ter of bis Reafon , would ever Revolt from their 
Religion: But when they faw him fixt in his Re¬ 
faction, and that neither what he felt, or might 
fear ; what they had infliJed, or could threaten , 
j did unhinge him from his Profeflion, they pro- 
» D 4 cccdcd 
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cccdcd to the laft Remedy, and inexorably Con • 
demned him to the Fire : A way of Punifhmcnt 
which they learnt from the Spaniards themfeivet , 
who fr(l fet up the Inqui/ition a'uinft the Moors, 
and have now turned the ed’e of it aainjl the 
Protcjlants. And now they proceed to the Ex¬ 
ecution of the Sentence, which was performed 
with fomc Pomp , and State. And firft, they 
formed a Crown with a Croft upon the top of it, 
within the Phtcs, and liars whereof they put 
Flax; thus Crowned, they Guard him through 
the City, out of the Welt Gate, about half a 
mile, which was the appointed place of Execu¬ 
tion : and firft , one puts l ire to the Flax in his 
mocl^Crown, to take pofTilTion of his Head, in 
the Name of the rtf} of his Mod) : at firit he 
fhook it off, but another put Fire again to it with 
a Cane, and then the poor man ftood patiently; 
and prcfcntly they put Fi r e to the whole Pile, 
and there burnt him: I faw fomc of hi3 Bones, 
and fcorchcd Tlclh after he was dead; and the 
fame Evening came a Zealous Spaniard , and 
carried away feme of his fcorchcd Flcfh, and 
Bones, as the Holy Rehqr.es of a Martyr , fay¬ 
ing, / have new done enough to make fat i‘fall i» 
cn f Jr all the fins t’i t / have committed. 

3. It’s worth admiration, to fee in what 
f/eat awc they Hand of the meanejl Officer, who 
is known to be fuch by his Turbant, and Fla* 
bit. If any AiTray be made, or a murder com¬ 
mitted in the Streets, the Chiau.v , or Officer 

pre- 
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prcfcntly comes without any Weapon. or Per- 
ion to aflid him y and if he feizes the Offenders, 
none is fo hardy as to rcfilt even unam.cd Autho¬ 
rity. 

4. The great Reverence which the Moors 
pay to the i ark.*, though both Alahumttani, is 
remarkable: If a AUor (hall dare to Jlrike a 
Tut he is punilht with great feverity: 1 faw 
two Moors whilit I was there, whofc Right 
Hands were cb.pt oft for this one Crime, and 
hung about their Keeks in firings ; the one was 
for upon an Afle, the other walkt by on foot, the 
Common Crycr rroelaimir g before them their 
Offence, through the chief Streets of the City. 
I faw another afio with his heels tycd to a Hor- 
fes Tayl; he was wholly naked, oncly he had 
on a pair ofL.inncn Drawers and thus was he 
dragg’d through the Strees: It was a mod la¬ 
mentable Spectacle, to fee his Body all torn with 
the rugged way, and Rones the skin tom offj 
his Back, and Llbows, his Head broken, and 
all covered with blood, and dirt, and thus was 
he dragg’d through the City out at Rnb.iz.oon,or 
the Ead-Gate, where he ended his mifcrabic 
Life. 

Two others of their own Countrey-men I faw 
Executed in a moll terrible, and dreadful man¬ 
ner, ( but either I did not know, or do not re¬ 
member their Crimes:) The one was thrown off 
from a high IfW/, and in his Fall he was caught 
by the way, by one of the great flurp Hookj, 

• . 1 which 
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which were fanned in the Wall; it caught him 
jujl under the Ribs, an l there he hung roaring 
m unfpcakablepain till he dyed. The other was 
f ilint J to .1 Ladder, his wri/ls, a td Ankles be¬ 
ing nailed through with Iron fpiket, in fuch a 
podure as fomewhat refemblcs the Celebrated 
Croft of St. Andrew ; .m l led his Flcfh and 
Sinews frhould fail, and the Nails not hold; his 
Wrilts and Ankles were bound fad with fmall 
Cords to the Ladder: Two days I fiw him alive 
under tbit Tortnrcy how much longer he Lived 
under it I cannot tell. 

5. They arc generally great Enemies to De¬ 
bauchery in Publick: It’s a great fcandal to them 
when they fee any Chri rians, who brought th.it 
ficajliality out vf their own Countries with them, 
to be guilty of it. I have heard them fay, of a 
Drunken Slave; A Chrifltau ? No, tie's a 
Swme. And though they will indulge them- 
fclvcsby Night (cfpccially in their Kameiam 
Moncth) yet woe be to him, that (hall Offend 
by Day in that kind. There was an Englifb- 
man y who had brought over with him hit Drunk? 
en Huminr, and his Captivity had not made him 
Sober: and when Religion has not firm hold of 
the Hearty a little matter will make fuch a one 
let go hit hold of Religion : This Englijh-man 
turn’d a Renegado, andof.* DrunkenChri(lian 
became a Drunken Turk., and was not able to 
kfep the Pot from his Head, during their holy time 
of Ramtdam ; being one day found thus like a 

Sot, 
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Sot, he was brought into theCajfabal, or chief 
Court of Judicature, where he was adjudged to 
receive many hundreds of violent blows, fomc 
upon hit naked Hack, and Rem if others upon 
Lis naked Belly ; he could not creep from the 
place of punilhment, but was earned away by 
the Harr.mils\ his billy, and Brfcl^wercfo ex¬ 
coriated, that Sampfon baker, an Engh[h-man, 
who was his Chirurgeon, allured me he was 
forced to cut otF abundance of his Flefh before 
he could be Cured. 

6. What Cruelties they Exercifc upon poor 
Slaves, needs not be mentioned, and there will 
be an Occafion to fpcak of the tnoft Ordinary 
way of punilhment c'rc long. Let it fuffice, that 
all is Arbitrary , and unlimitted. If a patron 
(hall kill bi< Slave, for ought I could perceive, 
he fullers no more for it, than if he Ihould kill 
his Horfe : There was a Dutch Youth, a Slave 
to a Turk. , who, upon fome provocation, drew 
his Kutfeat hts Patron ; for this Offer, he was 
Sentenced to be dragg*d out at one of the Gates, 
and there to have his Arms and Legs broken in 
pieces with the great Sledge Hammer, which Sen¬ 
tence was accordingly Executed, for thoegh I 
could not fee hit Face for the crowd, vet 1 heard 
the blows , and the miserable Crys of the poor 
dying Young Man.

The grievous Tunifoment Inflttfcd upon 
John Ivainhl, the Authors Pinker, and 
Deliver.wee from the fame 5 upon pre¬ 
tence that they had attempted to make 
an byCape. 


I T is time to re-aflumc my own concerns, and 
look a little into my own Condition, which, 
through the good /’rovidcncc of God, was much 
better than that of many of my poor Brethren 
and Fellow Captives; and yet l met with great 
Ebbings and Flowings in my Tranquillity : whiljt 
I was managing my Trade very lioutly and fuc- 
ccfsfuliy, ( John Randal working with me in my 
Shop.; my Partner having now knockt off, and 
left all to me: One day I changed a Twenty/hil¬ 
ling piece of Gold for Silver with a Friend, and 
having the money chinking in iny hand, John 
Rand A asked me, what I did with fo much mo¬ 
ney ? I defired him to keep it for me, till our re¬ 
turn, and he fhould know: For he being not 
very well, we agreed to walk out of the Town 
to take the fre/h Air; a Liberty,which for fomc- 
what above a mile, is indulged to the Slaves : 
When we had walked almo.lto the end of our 
Tedder, 
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Tedder, I was defirous to walk a little further 
tovicwthcCoalls, if, perhaps, any Advantage 
might offer it fclf afterwards for an Ecapc, 
though we yUhtally defined no full thing. As 
we were prying about the Sea fi le, one of the 
Spies appointed conlantly to watch, left any of 
the Slaves ffiould Run away, came to is, and 
charged us with an attempt tv in. ke an Lfcapt ; 
we flatly denyed it, but he Lid hold on us; there 
| was no refilling. Obey we mufl, and accord- 
1 ingly attended his Mailer-(hip towards the 
i City : As we drew near, 1 cfnycd fomc knglijh 
men at Quoits, ( for with fuch Recreations and 
' Diverpons, they arc willing now and then to be- 
. guile the tedious minutes of lingring thraldom,) 

I beckoned to one of them whom I knew, & pre* 

3 tending oncly to whifper with him, I fccrctly 
conveyed to him my Purfc, wherein were [even 
Pieces if eight ; \vc were prcfcntly met by ano¬ 
ther Spy c, andthofc two led us to a little blind 
Hon ft , where they fcarch'd us, they took away 
the twenty flii lings, which I had put into my 
Friends hand, and finding nothing upon me, toot^ 
'| away my Doublet , and then brought us before the 
Vice-Roy, and hisCouncil : We were flraighc- 
ly Examined, andllrongly charged with an At¬ 
tempt to Efcape: We peremptorily denyed all, 

: and Hood upon our Innocency , affirming, that 
our oncly defign of walking abroad, was to take 
| the fref) Air, occafioncd by my Fellows Sick- 
nefs. This Purgation would not be Accepted, 

and 
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and the B attcon was commanded to be brought 
forth, we an (wered, we duril not falfcly accufc . 
ourfelves, nor nuke our felvcs Criminal, when 
we were not fo, and therefore if fuchwas their 
mil and pie afire, we mull abide by it, and fo 
pre fat down by the Jhckj. 

The way of Pumjhmcnt by the Bit toon , or 
Cudgel, titbit. They have a prong fluff,aboue 
fix Foot long, in the middle whereof arc bored 
two holes. Intothefe holes a Cordis put , ar.d 
the ends of the Ccrdfajlned on the one fide the 
faff, with knots, fo that it makes* Loop on the 
other fide. Into this Loop of the Cord both the

him, and with a tough fhort Truncheon gives 
him as many violent blows on the foies of his 
Feet as the Council (hall Order. 

But the Vice Roy, with his Council, gather¬ 
ing from circumftanccs, and induced to believe 
us by our conflant, and refolute dcnyal of the 
Faff, omitted at prefent any further punifti- 
ment, and only commanded us to be laid in chains 

its 
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in the t r ice-Roy's Prifon till our Pat rones fhould 
demand our Liberty, and fetch us our. And 
the next day we were both delivered, though 
with differing Fates; As Pb.traoh 's Chief lint- 
l(r y and Chief B-ker were both taken from Pri¬ 
fon, the one to be Advanced, the other to be 
flanged : For John Randal's Patron being a 
vcry Termagant, ufed that abfolutc and unlimi¬ 
ted Sovereignty which they pretend to, over 
their Slaves, and Commanded him to receive 
I three hundred blows upon the Soles of his Feet 
I with the Battoon , in manner before defen- 
bed : As for my fclf, when 1 was brought home, 

I the Spyc that foiled us, came and demanded 

I Money of my for his good Service (not 

reckoning that he had any thing of me ) which 
put him into a moil defperate lit of Pa(Tk>n,and 

I calling me Dog and Jew , and a'l to naught .com¬ 
manded .me to go work-in the Looms with two 
Other Enghfi-men that were Slaves , and Lift- 
nen-cloath Weavers : But alas, I was a very 
j bungler, and underftood nothing of the Craft 

j and Myllcry of Weaving more or lefs; but 

i there I wrought till I had fpoylcd all that I laid 
my Hands on: Now, when he faw that my la¬ 
bour this way would not turn to Account , he 
rated me for a Logger head, and bad me fill 
Quills for the other two; being now degraded 
from a burgling Weaver to an excellent filler of 
l Quills , I continued about a Moncth; my Shop 
all this while lay at fixes and (event , what was 
beQome 
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become of it I knew’ not, and durfl: not for my 
Life difeover any dcfirc to return to that em¬ 
ployment. At lalt, iny Patron asked me for 
the Money that he had lent me when 1 firft beg in 
to Trade: I Anfwcrcd fuburflivcly, that 1 had 
not a farthing, all my frnall Eilatc lay in a 
few Goods, and til! they were Sold, I could not 
poflibly repay him: lie calls one of his Slaves, 
a Vhuh Man, and Commands him to go with 
me, and turn all into ready Money, and bring 
it him: When 1 came to my Old Shop, tin re 
was the Neft indeed font all the litrds were flown \ 
for in my abfcncc, (poor John Rand.il being 
Lame, and not able to work, my Partner fornc- 
time before having left me, and I confined to 
another Employment, ) fomc of thefe Rafeals 
had broken open my Shop, and thence carried 
the bejt of my Goodi y though my Cellar was (till 
fafe, and fomc of my Goods 1 heard of, and re¬ 
covered what Money l had was hid in the 
Ground, as it was iny coniiant way: 1 hat night 
the Dutch man and my (elf returned to our Pa¬ 
tron, and told him we could fell nothing; where¬ 
upon he re manded me to my Shop, tf ere to 
Trade, paying him the two Dollars a Moncth., 
as I had done before.

The Authors Patron growing poor, he ij 
Sold, or Mortgaged to another 5 the 
wonderful fyndnefe that he found front 
his fecond Patron* 

H Etc was nothing yet working towards a 
Deliverance, nor could I yet fee the lead 
glymmeringof poflibility which might fo much 
as flatter my willing mind with a hope of cfca- 
ping: But it's Obferved, thatr/ic Night is al¬ 
ways darks ft towards Daybreak.;, and God is 
often drawing nearer to us in Mercy, when we 
conceive he is departing further off in Difplca- 
fure. 

My Patron had been finckjng in his Eftate a 
pretty while, the laft Ship he had put to Sea 
broke his back.■ At tail he was grown (infenfibly) 
fo low, that it could no longer be daubed up 
with his Repute, but he muff be forced to fell all 
his Slaves to pay his Debts : It was not much to 
me whither 1 was chopt and changed; I might 
•change my Goaler, and my Goal, but ft ill I 
was like to be a Prifoner : I might be bought and 
fold, and fold again, but ftill my Condition was 
Slavery ; yet one thing raethought was comfor- 
£ table*

In the partage of his Slaves, it fell to my Lot 
and another j to be Afortgaged for a certain fum 
of Money , j oyntly to two Per font , the one a 
Cap maker, the other a Grave Old Gentleman, 
who amongfl his own People had the Repute of 
a feted A Matur’d and moderate Perfox, (a % good 
JVurure, and Moderation go at Algier .) The 
I)ay of Payment came, the Money was not paid j 
the Cap maker and the Old Gentleman ftize on 
tety and hold us in Common, but in a while they 
rcfolvcd to divide m , that each of them mi^h: 
know his p ** oper Goods and Chattels- , and each of 
m might know whom to tail Aiafttr , and vehefe 
whiffle we Were bound to Obey : We arc both 
fummoned to appear in a certain place at mid- I 
day,and mUch ado there was about our Dividing: 
At lait they agreed to Cafl Lofts for hi , onely be- . 
caufc I was in a handfojnc way of Trade, it was 
accorded, that he to whofe (hare I Ihould fall, j 
flioiild-pay the other fifty Doubles, which, if I ! 
compute aright, is fomething more than fifty ! 
(killings Sect hug. I was exceeding fearful l 
’flioula fall to this ‘Cap maker, for he had the 
.Character of a bnitijh, ill-humour d Creature, 
and {hir^forc I was concern’d to lift mV Petiti- 
on tpGod, that feeing, when the Lot Jliould be 
calf'into the lap, y<f the whole Difpofttton there¬ 
of is of God, he would give me forth a gracious 
lot j Whatever there is of Contingency as to us, 
there's

there’s nothing accidental to God. Well, God 
Delivered inc from that Tyrant, and I was ad¬ 
judged by the dccifion of the Lot to tie Old Gen¬ 
tleman: And if I (hould be filcnt here, I (hould 
be the mod ungrateful wretch Living: I found 
not oncly pity and companion , but Love and 
I Friendship from my New Patron; had I been 
hit Son , I could not have met with more rtfpett , 
i nor been treated with more tendernefs : I could 
not wifti* Friend a better Condition than I was 
then in, except my Ronds. If any thing could be 
1 mingled with Bondage to make it fiveet ; if any 
thing could Reconcile Slavery to Nature ; if any 
thing could beget an adcejuiefcence in fuch a ftatc, 
I did not, I could not want it. . 

And indeed the f reedom that I found in Scr- 
I vitude, the Liberty 1 enjoyed in my Bonds was 
fo great, that it took off much of the Ed?e of my 
I defire to obtain, and almod blunted it from any 
1 vigorous attempt after Liberty, that carried haz- 
! ard in it’s Face; till at lad I was awakened upon 
1 this Occafion. 

My Patron had a fair Farm in the Countrev , 
about twelve miles from the City, whither he 
took me along with him; he had me to their Mar¬ 
kets,(hewed me the manner of thcm,& at my re¬ 
turn, he loaded me home with all manner of good 
Provifions,that J might make merry with my Fel- 
lew-Chriflians ; &I had fome Reafon to conclude 
| from his great kjndnefs to me , that he intended to 
, fend me thither to manage the Farm for him. I 
E z fa\V 
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faw now evidently, that ifl once quitted myfhop\ 
1 (hould lofc with it all means,all helps, and there¬ 
fore all hofes to rid my fclf out of this Slavery: 
And though I might have been there a petty Lord, 
and Bajhaw'd it over the reft of my Felfo\v-Ser» 
vants , yet Slavery had in it fomething of 1 know 
not what bar finefs that I could not brooks Fetters 
of Cold do not lofc their Nature, they arc Fet¬ 
ters Jlill: Had Bajazxt’ s Cage been of Gold, as 
'twas of Iron, yet it was a Cage-, and that was 
provocation enough to a haughty Spirit to beat 
out h is own Brains againll it’s Bars. This there¬ 
fore quickncd my dull temper, and I began to 
Rcfolvc to make an Attempt once for all. Now 
therefore muttering thofc few Wits Captivity 
had left me, 1 fet them on work, and ran through 
all things vofstble, and impo/stble , f he that will 
f.nd what he hat loft, mu(l look, where 'tit not, as 
well as where V is ; and forming ttratagems in my 
Head, fome Idle, and fairs \ Come Defperate, 1 
others impofsible j atlaftlpitchtupon one, that 
feemed to me feifable, and practicable.

The Contrivance for our Ffeape , the fer- 
fons Acquainted with it, and alfo thofe 
I that were Engaged in it , fonie Debater 
about leaving my Patron. 

] T TAving Formed the Defign, or at lead, the 
i in rude draught, and general Model of it , 
i my fird care was to open it to fornc skilful and 
! faithful Conn feller ty who might more imparti- 
! ally difeover to me it’s inconveniences, where it 
i was like to prove leaky, or take ivhei-, And 
fird, I acquainted Mr. Sprat, our Mmijlcr, 
: with it, and laid before him the whole of the 
j Contrivance •, and he fo far approved it, that 
he judged it poffible : Next, I acquainted one 
Robert Lake, a very wife and Religious Per- 
fon, who bedowed his BlclTing on it, and wifh d 
it ail good Succcfs: And laftly, I acquainted my 
Friend John Randal, who approved it: Yet 
none of thefc could, or would run the rifquc of 
I it’s mifearriage. Mr. Sprat was already deli¬ 
vered from his Patron, and in a fair way to be 
abfolutely enlarged, in a more fafe and Regular 
way, for not long after our Efcape came Cap- 
fain Pack, of London , and paid the fixty Dollars, 
E $ and 
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and took him along with him for England : John 
Randal had a Wife, and Child, and thefe were 
too dear pledges to be left behind , and yet too 
tender things to undergo our Difficulties : Ro¬ 
bert Lake was an Ancient Perfon, and neither 
able pajfiveh to be carried in, nor actively to car¬ 
ry on a Dcngnth3t required much hardinefs of 
Body and Mind to endure, and much Itrengthto 1 
go through with it; we had nothing more from 
them than Prayers and Counfels, urn!) yet was 
the main\ and then my next care was, to take 
fn Partners, and Accomplices in the Dcftgn 

And herein 1 had a three fold Refpeft: Firft, 
to fuch as were neeejf.trtly required to Form the 
Inlfrumcntof our Efcapc and Deliverance: Se¬ 
condly, to fuch, whofc tryed, and approved Fi¬ 
delity I might prefume would be obflinaiely, and | 
Religion fly fecrct in'concealing it: Thirdly, to ' 
fuch, whofc Courage of Mind , and flrtngth of 
Body would render them capable to pur fie the 
ends of it, to put it in Execution, and go through 
with it. 

But before I would reveal the Projeft to any 
of them in particular, I Required an Oath of \ 
Secrcfic: That 'whereas J Jhould now reveal to ( 
him, or them, a matter of great concernment to * 
their PJappinefs and Well-fare, they Jhould fo\ 
lemnly promife, and [wear, that in Cafe they did\ 
not approve it, or would not joyn in it, yet they 
Jhould, neither direQly, nor tndireClly for fear, / 
or flattery, difeovep it, or the Per fens engaged:

in it t to ary Per fen vebatfoevtr, When a Pro- 
jc£l was once mentioned, which promifed in- 
general theirHappintfs andWellfare, I needed 
not tell them in particular what it drove at, they 
could fmcll out thit with cufc ; for what could 
be Good, or Happy to Slaves nit ho at Liberty ? 
This Oath therefore they willingly took : I judg¬ 
ed feven Per fens would be enough to manage, 
carry on, and Execute it; and therefore except 
the three fore-mentioned, I communicated it to 
no one Perfon but thefe following, who engaged 
in it, though all of them did not go through 
with ir. John Anthony., a Carpenter, who 
had been a Slave fifteen Tears ; his Trade fuf- 
ficicntly fhews, how ufeful he would prove in 
the Dcftgn. William Adams, who, fincc his 
Captivity, had learnt and ufed the Trade of a 
Bricklayer; his Scrviccablcnefs in it will be evi¬ 
dent in the fcquel; he had been a Slave eleven 
Years. ])hn)cphs, who was a Seaman, and 
mull therefore be prefumed one of the Quorum 
in a Projeft of this Nature; he had endured 
Slavery about five Years. J obn — a Carpen¬ 
ter, who was a skilful Man in his Trade, Lully 
of Body, and therefore mull be a good Wheel 
in this Engine , and he had been a Slave 
five Years: And two others, whofeEmploy- 
ment it was to with fmall Cloaths at the Sea- 
fide, and thofe had alto their parts in carrying on 
the work, though they went not along with us; 
and William Oheley\ who prefents the Reader 
E 4 with 
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with this Narrative, who was taken Augufl 1 t. 
1659. and Efcapcd/xwr jo: 1644. thefemade 
up the Number of 7. There arofc a Scruple , 
nay, it amounted to a Quefiion, whether to at¬ 
tempt an Efcapc from my Patron, one that fo 
dearly Loved me, fo courteoufly treated me,had 
fo fairly bought me, were juft ifiable before God 
and Men/ 

And, x. It might be a Qucflion in point 
of Prudence ; for, where could I hope to 
mendmy felfl Or better my Condition / I might 
poflibly rind worfe Quarter in England, where 
the Civil Wars were now broke out, and to 
that height of exafperation, that thofc of the 
fame Nation, and, perhaps, Blood , would 
hardly giyc Quarter of Life to one another: If 
the Name of Native Countrey bcwitcht me, if 
That dazled my Eyes j furely where.tver we are 
well is our Countrey, and all the World is Home 
to him that thrives all over the World : And why 
fhould the Name of Bondage, why fhould a 
word grate fo harfhly upon my delicate Spirit, 
when the /ting of it was taken away ? Liberty 
is a good word-, but a Man cannot buy a Mealt 
meat with a word: And Slavery is a hard word , 
but it breaks no mans back, Tboufands are more 
Slaves than I, who arc yet their own A 1 afters, 
and lefs at Liberty than my fclf, who have the 
free rakf andran^e of the whole World. But 
yet my Patron’s favour was no free hold j I held 
pot my Happy time in fee fimfle, all was advo- 
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hint at em Domini •, bcfidcs, he might dye % and 
leave me to another- or Live to Sill me to ano¬ 
ther 9 who might be of another CharaCler t and 
then my Condition would be therefore worfe , 
bccaufc I had known a bettir. 

2. It might be Queltioncd in point of Inge¬ 
nuity , how I could be fo unworthy to leave him, 
who had Loved me ? Would not all that Ihould 
hear of it, Condemn me of ill Nature , to leave 
without taking leave, one that had been a Fa¬ 
ther to me, who might have ufed the Right of 
a Lord; and ufed me as .* Child, who might have 
treated me as a Slave ? But really I thought 
there was more of Manners and Comtjlnp in 
the Objcflion,thanofivfi^/;r, and Cogency : Still 
/ dwelt with Mclhcch, ami had my Habitation 
among ft the Tents of Kcdar ; and one thought 
of England, and of its Liberty and Cofpcl con¬ 
futed a thotfand fitch ObjeChonj , and routed 
whole Legions of thefe little Scruples. It was 
no time to itand upon the PunChho’s of Honour 
and Ingenuity ; no time to Complement , and 
Jhain courtcfie ; here was no Farcwel Patron , 
in the Cafe, and therefore I foon over-came that. 

But, 3. It might be Qucftioncd in the Court 
of Confidence, whether it were not down-right 
Theft to with draw my felf from his Service , 
who had bought me, paid for me, enter'd upon 
me, pcffefs d, and enjoy'd me, as his own pro¬ 
per Goods, and now I was not my own, had no 
right to my felf: Whether might not a Man be 
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ftlo d< fe , in jlealine him ft If , as well as killing 
himfelfl And whether he is not the greater f If- 
robber , that ideals envoy htmfe/f , than he that 
fteals away from liimfelf ? But 1 much qucfdion- 
cd their propriety to me •, my Patron's Title was 
rotten at the Foundation : Man is too Noble a 
Creature to be made fubjeft to a deed of bar¬ 
gain and Sale ; and my confent was never ask’d 
to all their bargains, which is Efftnttal, to create 
a right of Dominion over a Rational Creature, 
where he was not born a fubjecl. If I had for¬ 
feited my Life or Liberty, the Law might take 
1 :; but I was not Confeious to my fell of any 
fueli forfeiture , but that I was at my own Dif- 

f fa. 

Thus all was clear and quiet, and we went on 
with our Defign, which I now fird opened to 
them: That I had contrived the Model of a 
Boat, which being formed in parcels, and after¬ 
wards put together, might, by thefuperinten- 
dcncyof Divine Providence, prove an slrk. to 
deliver us out of the hands of our Enemies. This 
wasfoonfaid, and greedily entertained; to E- 
fcape was a plcafant word, the Name of Liberty 
made Mulick in our Ears, and our wifhing hearts 
danced to the Tune of it \ and a Boat was as pro¬ 
ofing * means as any thing could be imigincd : 
But when once their thoughts cooled, and came 
more fedately to look into the difficulties of it, 
they appeared innumerable , and fome of them 
feemed infuperable j and fonje things that had 
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pad currant in iny own thoughts, anJ l went 
clever away with them, without any rub; yet 
when t' :y came to be pierced into with wore 
£yes, and fc.nn’d upon more Fingers, they were 
attended w ith co.ifldcrablcimpcdimcnts: where 
this Boat IhoulJ be built, was one daggering 
Question: Where it Ihould be Launched, and 
where put to Sea, was a ehoaking Obje<flion: 
How we (hould efcapc thofc j 4 rgnic yes, which 
arc always obferving us by Day, was a gravel¬ 
ling Quacry; or how to get out of the City by 
Night, whole Walls arc fo high, whole Gates 
arc fo clofe fhur, and llrongly Guarded, was 
another vexatious Quacry: How we fhould be 
Rigged and Victualled for fuch a Voyage, was 
a confidcrablc enquiry : and whither we (hould 
defign, was not to be flighted. But how ft.ch a 
little Skiff, rather than boat, ftiould be able to 
fVearher all the Occidents of the Sea, was a 
A ’etl^Queftion, enough 10 frangle Faith, and 
ft.p m with Defp.ur. 

To thefe ObjeCHons , I Anfwcred. That I 
had dcflgned rr.y own Cellar , as the mcctcfl place 
wherein to bmidthc B oat ; that when it was there 
Built, it might be taken mpiecet again y and car¬ 
ried out of the City m parcels, andbeftowed in 
private places till things were ripe for Executi¬ 
on. That for a place where to put to Sea, it 
would be time enough to determine upon that 
when we had finilh’d our Veflcl: That Mayor ^ 
was the molt commodious place to defign to 
f Land 
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Land in: But in general I told them to this pur- 
fofc; That if we never attempted any thing till 
we had Anfwered allObjc£li«nj,wc mull fit with 
our Tingers in our Mouths all our days,and pine, 
and languifh out our tedious Lives in Bondage: 
Let in be up and doing, and O'od would be with 
tu. To begin is one haf of our work,: Let us 
make an Efiay, and Anfwcr particular Objefti- 
onsasthey Offer'd thcmfclvcs, and as we met 
with them in our work. That the Projc<fl had 
its difficulties, was confcffed; but what has 
not, that is Commendable, and Glorious ? Yet 
whatever difficulties and dangers we could meet 
with, Liberty, kept in our Eye, would fweeten * 
the dangers we might encounter in Attempting. 
They were all well fatisfied with what was faid, 
and all engaged to venture the utmoft they were, 
and had, to accomplifh it. # 


SECT. 
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SECT. IX. 

The Model of the Boat ,. Carrying it out of 
the City , and bejlorving it in conveni¬ 
ent Places. 

J N the Cellar where we had Worfhip'd God, 
we began our Work; and it was not the Ho¬ 
lme fs, but tin Privacy of the place that invited 
us, and advifed us to it. And firft, we provi¬ 
ded a piece of Timber. about twelve Foot long, 
to nuk* the Keel : But bccaufe it was impofiiblc 
to convey a piece of Timber of that length out 
of the City, but it mult be feen ; and of that 
fhape, but it mult be fnfpelled , and that Sufpi- 
on would bring us into Examination , and the 
Pack,, or B at toon might extort a Confejfton out 
of the moft refolved, and ebjhnate breaji ' y we 
therefore cut it in two pieces , and fitted it for 
Joynting, juft in the middle. Our next care 
was the Timbers , or Ribs of the Boat, which 
we contrived thus; every one of the Timbers 
was made of three pieces, and joynted in two 
places , bccaufc a wnolc Rib at its full length , 
would be lyableto the fame inconveniences with 
the Keel. Now underftand, that the joynts of 
the Ribs were not made with A/ortice, andTe • 

non , 
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non, but the fl it fide of one of the three pieces 
was laid over the other, and two holes were bo¬ 
red at every joynt, into which nvo Nails werd 
to be put, when we fhould joyn the parcels of our 
Boat togethet: You mult underhand further, 
that theft two holes at every joynt were not made 
in a ft rait line,parallel with the fides of the pieces, 
for then the three pieces, which make one Rib, 
being joyned together would have made one 
Jlrait piece ; a Form which would by no means 
comport with the life and Defign of the Tim¬ 
bers j But fo, that when both the Nails were in 
the holes , each Joynt would make an obtufe an¬ 
gle, and fo incline fo near towards a Semi-Circu¬ 
lar Figure, as our Occafion required. All this 
while here is no vifible Provifion made for 
boards, to cloath the naked Ribs of our Boat, 
without which, the Keel and Timbers looked 
but like an ufclcfs Anatomy ■, but neither had 
we, nor was it poffiblc we Ihould have any 
boards in our Vcficl: t^eceftity is the bell Arti¬ 
ficer when all is done, if we except her Siller 
Contingency j to which two the World has been 
bchohlcnfor the moll ufcful Inventions, which 
at this day do cafe the Labour andToyl of wea¬ 
ried Mankind. For the Joyntingof thefe boards, 
and the Nailing of them, to make the Boat Wa¬ 
ter-tit e, would require fuch Hammering, and 
that Hammering would make fuch a clamourous 
Echo in the Cellar, as mud have drawn uppn 
us the Jealous Eyes of the jUgennes, who 

about 
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about their Wives and Slaves are infnpportably 
fufpiciotu : And therefore from the hrit Con- 
ccption of the Defign, I always rcfolvcd upon 
a Canvas : In purfuancc of which thought, be¬ 
ing all fatisfied that it was pralhcable\ we bought 
as muchftrong Canvas as would cover our Boat 
twice over , upon the Convex of the Carine. 
We provided alfo as much Pitch , Tar, and 
Tallow as would ferve to make it a kind of a 
TarpavsUtt Scar-cloath , to Twaddle the naked 
body of ohy Infant-Boat: With Earthen Pots 
to melt done our Materials in; and prefixt a 
night wherein we might Execute that part of our 
Labour. The two Carpenters,andn.y ftlf were 
appointed to this Service, and the Cellar was 
the place where we met. Matters had hither¬ 
to run on very evenly, and fmoothly, but here 
we met with fomc dtfeouraying rubs. For when 
we had ftopt all the Chinks and Crannies of the 
Cellar, that the ftcamc of the melted Materials 
might not creep out, and betray us, (there be¬ 
ing no Chimney,) we had not been long at bur 
work before I rclt my fclf exceeding fick, with 
the ftrong/andunufual feent of the melted Li¬ 
quor y 1 was forced to go out into the ftrccts to 
gafp for breath, where meeting with the cool 
yUr, it over came me, 1 fwooned, fell down, 
brake my Face, and there lay: My Compa¬ 
nions mining me, made out to feck me, found 
01c in this fad plight, and carried me in again, 
though exceeding Tick, and unserviceable. They 
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had not proceeded much further before I heard 
one of them complain he was fick, and cou'd 
proceed no further, and now our work Hood 
(fill .* I plainly faw that our hopeful Proytt, that 
hid hitherto fofraoothly proceeded, mull needs 
mifearry, and prove Abortive y for it would be 
impofiible to finifh it this night: and if we once 
parted, and futfered our Spirits to cool over the 
Deftgn , they would never ccafc cooling till they 
were [lone cold, and hard froz.cn ; and there¬ 
fore I advifed to fet open the Door, and com¬ 
mit our fclvcs, and our work to Gods Protefti- 
on : For I told them they could not but know*, 
that if any Dtfeovery were made , the burden 
would fall heaviejl upon n.y [boulder f j and my 
Mack, or Feet mnft pay for all. At length, WC 
refolvcd to fet the Cellar-door wide open, and 
as foon as that was done, and the ficamc pretty 
well gone out, we came to our fclves again,cou- 
t jgioufly went on with our bufinefs, and pitched 
one half that Night. The next Night we met 
again, fet open the Door, and whilft theyplycd 
the work, I Hood Sentinel at the Door to give 
Notice of approaching danger; but we happily 
finiih'd the whole, and while it was yet dark, 
carried it to my Shop, which was about a Fur¬ 
long from the Cellar, and there at prefent fccu- 
red it. 

I (hall notqucftion the Readers Ingenuity fo 
much, but that he will fuppofc there goes a 
p eat deal more to a Boat than I have deferibedj 

but 
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but what Ihoul dI trouble him with thofc things 
that arc common to all other Boa //, I mention 
oocly whit was peculiar to our own j ani l do 
not intend to trouble him with the Boat-wrigbt $ 
Litlure. 

In our Cellar we fitted all things, we made 
the T mbers fit to the Keel, and theCinvasfit 
for the Timbers, and the Scats’fit to the whole, 
and then took all in pieces again, and laying our 
I leads together, plotted how to convey all out 
l‘ of the Town, and lodge them in fccurc and tru- 
I fly places. 

> And find, for our Keel, we all with unani- 
i mous confcnt judged Will. Ad.mi the fit red 
! Perfon to Execute that part of the Defign, for 
| he had long Exercifed the Trade of a Hrick-Iay- 
I cr, and his Employment lay much without the 
I Town, and beuJeshe ufed fuch pieces in level¬ 
ling his work. He therefore, accoutred with 
■ his Apron before him , his Trowel in hit handy anu 
one of the pieces upon his jhvilder , undertook 
i it, and without the lead Obfervation went cle¬ 
verly awly with it, and as he fiwhis Opportu- 
• nity, hiJ it in the bottom of a Hedge ■> and not 
long after conveyed out its Fellow, and Lodged 
it in the fame place. This fuccccding fo hap¬ 
pily, we faw no great difficulty in th: Tiwbin, 
for WC put one nail into a hole of every jfljwr ,and 
then you will cafily conceive, that the two ex\ 
j treme pieces of one Rib being folded in\v.trd t 
, upon the middlcmofy will lye in the room of on, 
F */ 
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of the pieces for length, excepting that little that 
the ends of each piece were beyond the holes: 
Now, by general content, the conveying thefo 
out of the City was committed to one, whofe 
Employment was to wafh fmall Cloaths by the 
Sea fide: 11 c purs them into his bag amongft his 
Cloaths, and io very orderly carried them our, 
and hid them where he could find mofl conmodi- 
om flow age, but yet with Refpehl to nearnej.) to 
that place where the Keel was laid. 

But how to convey our Tarpaxvlin fafe out of 
Townfeemed molt difficult; by Night it was 
impoffiblc, and by Day the difficulties very con- 
fide ruble, and the danger proportionable ; for the 
Cam arcftrirftly watch’d, the Streets crowded, 
the Spies Pickeerino in every corner, and the 
bnll^of the Canvas thus drefied was very great. 
To divide it had been tQ mine our fclves, for no 
Hitching together again, could fo cheat the ft ar¬ 
ching water, but it would find out the needle- 
hole). At laft we ventured upon this way; we 
put it into a large Sack, and committed it to him 
that ufed to vrajh Cloaths , and left any (hould 
clap a jealous hand upon it, we put a Pillow ovet 
our Canvas within the Bag, that fo its foftnefs 
might delude the Inquifitor, and make it pafs 
for Cloaths. I.ctnoncdcfpifc,or condemn thefe, 
as low, mean pieces of contrivance, for we had 
not Polititians tools towerlwithal ; but the lefs 
was our Policy, the more glorious docs the wf- 
dom of Cod fhinc in fuccccding it, and yet even 
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tb.tr little Policy wc were guilty of, was of hie 
beftoiving\x\fo ; what of fin was in all of it, was 
entirely our own-, what of Power, IVifdom, and. 
Succtfs, was all his : But our Agent cfcapcd 
happily with it, and Lodging it in a fccrct place, 
returned. 

| Wc had yet many things to provide, and 
Oars arc abfolutcly nccelTary, they were of the 
Quorum to an Efcapc by Se.t : As Finns arc the 
fijha Oars , fo Oars arc the Boats Finns , by 
help whereof ihc makes her way : Now, to 
fupply this defeft, wc took two Pipe-Jlaves,iind 
flitting them a crofs from corner to corner with 
a Hand-faw, wc made of each Pipc-lraff two 
Rude things, which Neccflity was plcafcd to 
entitle The blades for a pair of Oars , and thefe 
were caflly conveyed out,without fufpition. 

Next, wc confldcrcd, that Provijion muft be 
| laid in for out t'ey age, and therefore wc provi¬ 
ded a fnatl, and but afmall quantity of Ureal, 
prefuming our flay at Sea mull be but lhort; 

1 for either wc fliould fpeedily recover Land, or 
i fgccdily be drown'd , or fpeedily be brought bac ^ 

, again : Two Goats skins alfo, flript on whole, 
and fo Tann'd ( a kin i of Bottle much ufed by 
the A^germes to carry Milk and Water in) wc 
had, which we lined with frefi water, and we 
knowrW mul needs be a great Rarity in the 
aM editerranean. 

We rcmcinbrcd alfo that.i Sail might be of 
right good ufc to tis for Expedition, an! there-

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fore we bon "I t is much Canvai as would An- 
fiver that End y and when fomc Difpute was 
mule about can yingit out, l Offered to under¬ 
take tb.u list pan of our ivorkj 1 had not gone 
a quarter of a Mile, but as 1 caft my wary eye 
back, 1 cfpycd the fame Spie, who once lie fore 
1 jd feized me, and given me trouble, follow¬ 
ing inc very roundly. My Heart began to akc; 
1 was loth-/ Defign of fo near, and dr nr con - 
urnrnoit to.ill if in, fliould be brought, to the 
lint by and the e fiottld l'e no firengtb to bring 
forth. It s fad, after a to Ship-wrack 

m the J Zaven, but me-thought it was more fad 
to i i'ejfclbefore it could be Launched: And 
here I f.rll found the difference between Inno¬ 
cence and Guilt ; for how boldly could I hold up 
my Head to this spie, and \\\s betters, (atlcaft, 
h s Atafieri ) when ] was not Confeious of any 
fiich Difgn in hand I Whereas now tic Pc- 
flexion o! tny Conference w'as enough to write 
Guilt in ny Countenance, (for fomc things arc 
fin there which arc not fo in other placet ;) anti 
this had betray'd me, had I not fuddcnly pluckt 
up inv Spirits, and fpyingan Engl tfh-man waffl¬ 
ing Cloarhs by the Sea, I went the ready way to 
him, and defired him to help me walh that Can¬ 
vas ; as we were wafiling ir, the tearing Spye 
came. and (hood upon the Rock juft over our 
I fcads to watch our motions: As foon as we had 
a little formally wafli’d it, to caft a Mift before 
his Obferving Eycs,I took the Canvas and fpread 

it 
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it before his Face upon the top of the Roc!; to 
dry; heftaid hisou’nTime, and then match’d 
off. But I was as Jealous of him, as he could 
be of me for his Heart; and therefore fearing 
he might lye in Ambufh for me, took it when 
'twas dry, and very fairly carried it back in o 
the City f and faithfully acquainted my Accom¬ 
plices how the Matter fquared. Th'S bifccura- 
ged them not a little, for that they fccincd timo¬ 
rous to proceed in the Entcrprizc. 

At laic we comforted, and encouraged one 
another, and entred into dole Counfcl; where 
we fhould meer ib.tr Nifht ? At veb.it time ? 
Where WC (hould put our B oat together^ and 
where put to Seu? The Time was, an hour with¬ 
in Night; the Rendevouz on a Hill , about 
half a Mile from the Sea; and fo we d fperfed, 
fomc one way, fomc another; and privily lurk¬ 
ing in Hedges and Ditches, lay clofc till the time 
appointed. 

There is one thing that the Reader will be 
ready to ask, and I fhall be more ready to shi¬ 
ftier him for a fpccial Rcafon: viz.. What I 
did with my Shop and Goods? When I had once 
Rcfolvcd upon this Adventure, and faw it go on 
hopefully, 1 gave my Patron my wonted Vifits, 
kept fair Corrcfpondcncc, paid him his demands 
duly, but fccrctly 1 made off my Goods as fall 
as I could, and turn'd all into ready Money; I 
had a Trunk, for which John Anthony made me 
tfalft bottom ; into which I put what li'vcror 
F 3 Gold 
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Gold I had; and into the Body of the Trunk , 
what ever it would hold, and was worthy bolding : 
This Trunk I committed privately to the Fidelity 
of our dear Miniftcr, Mr. Sprat he took the 
charge of it, and he was now ready to receive: 
his full Difebarge. This Trunk he Faithfully 
Secured, and carefully brought over, and as ho¬ 
neftly delivered to me when he heard I was come 
fafe to London ; and 1 was willing to move that 
Queflion, merely for the Anfwert fake, which 
W itncflcsfw Fiddity.

7 he f ulling of our Boat together, tic Dif¬ 
ficulties we wet with therein j and our 
putting out to Sea, June 30. 1644. 

A S foonas we were met all together at the 
appointed place,we began to think of Ex¬ 
ecuting our long intended Dchgn; but we were 
Divided in our Counfcls, where to begin our 
work: It had been a Queftion propounded be¬ 
fore, and we thought we had fully Rcfolvcd upon 
the pl.ice •, but at our Meeting we were franocly 
difcotr.pofed : There wcrc/iro pi tees which Hood 
in Competition, each pretending good Conve¬ 
niences for that end. The one was .1 Hill , about 
half a Mile from the Sea -, the other was it t'al¬ 
ley, encompafled with two Hedges, about a 
Furlong from the Hill, but of the fame diftancc 
with it from the Sea : It was urged for the Val¬ 
ley, that it was a place of more Secrecy and Pri¬ 
vacy, lefs obvious to view; but then it was ob¬ 
jected, that we might there be fur prized, and 
feized by the Clutches of our Enemies, c're we 
could have notice to fhift for our fclvcs .* For the 
Hill, it had been Argued, that we might there 
ma^e better Difeovery of Danger, and make 
Provifton to avoyd it j and ir. fhort, we all agreed 
F 4 over 
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i nr molt.' to put our Boat together upon the 
JJill \ promifing our felvcs much Advantage 
from in Suti.aiiou : But when we were met, 
we all altered our Refolution without any ziflble 
ile./Jon, and carried it for the Valley : God is 
much tutke datk^to but all our ways are in 
the open Light to him. It s very difficult to give 
an Account what Gidit doing at / r.fcttt , but we 
fhill know, if we can bt:t patiently wait till f i¬ 
at e rrovidit.iti Comment upen the firn.ir : 
And in a while we faw the Rcafon why Cod over¬ 
ruled our purpofes. 

We had htdfevcralof our Materials near the 
top of the Hilly where alio grew a fmall \ igtree, 
which we had marked with our Lye, as Judging 
it would be ufcful to flrcngthcn the Keel of our 
Boat: Two of our Company were immediately 
difpatchtto faw down this hg-TrtCy and bring 
it, and the pare' Is of our Boat there difpofited, 
away with them: They were hardly come to 
the place, but we heard Dogs bark about the 
top of the Hill, and indeed two Men with Dogs 
came very near them but our Men being aware, 
lay clofe and (till, and fo they paffed by without 
making any Difeovery, and then our Men be¬ 
ll irr'd thcmfelvcs, and brought away the Fig- 
Tree, and the other Materials, and returned to 
us. 

And now we had once more brought the fcat- 
tcr'd Limbs of our Boat into one pbcc, which, 
UKe tf.ote ot AP()r:tu s had been diff erfed up 

sne 
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and down the Fields: It was no time to trifc, 
and therefore we all buckle to our work in good 
carncft: Hut we were fo ni^h feme that were at 
work in the Nc ghbouring Gardens, that we 
could hear them /peak, and therefore ntuft needs 
fuppofe they might hear us tco; and therefore 
we / fled by Signs, and pointed, and pulled, 
and nodded, but were all Mutes : It might hive 
been an Expedient for the Builders ot Babel, 
when their Languages were Divided, ter have 
carried on their gr< t Projeft by Signs; bur cer¬ 
tainly there was Confufton poured out upon their 
Hem ts and Connjds , as w ell as Divifion in their 
7 ounces and Languages. 

The two parts of our Keel w'c foon joyned; 
then opening the Timbers, wh ch had already 
one Anil in every Joynt , we groped out for the 
other hole , and put us Nail into it : Then we 
open'd them at their full length, and applycd 
them to the top of the Keel, faltning them with 
Hope-Tarn, and fmall Cords; and fo we ferved 
all the Joynts to keep them firm and(iable 3 then 
we bound fmall Canes all along the Ribs length - 
ways , botn to* keep the Ribs from vertng , and 
alfo to bear out the Canvas very Jhjf againft the 
preffmg U'aeer : Then we made Notches ipon 
the ends of the Ribs,’or Timbers , wherein the 
Oars n ight plye •, and having tycd down the Scats, 
and ftrengthnedour Keel with the Fig-Tree, we 
lai’tly drew on our double Canvas Cafe, already 
fitted 3 and really the Canvas feemeda Winding- 
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Jheer for our Font • and our Bo.tr 4 Coffin for 

its aII. 

This done, four of our Company took it upon 
their (boulders, and carried it down towards the 
Sea, which was about half a Mile off: It was 
a little Representation of a Furrer.il , to fee the 
four B carers Marching in deep ftlcncc.with feme- 
thing very like n F/erfe, and Coffin, upon their 
(boulders, and the reft of us elecently attenotuf 
lbe Ceremony ; but we wanted Torches , and be* 
Tides, it's not ufual for Any to wait upon their oivrt 
Coffins : But we durft not grudge our Boat that 
frr.Al, And Lift Office , to carry it haf a Mile, 
for we cxpc^cd, it (bould re pay us that Ser¬ 
vice and Civility with Intcrcft, in carrying us 
7 rany a League: We carried it at Land, where 
it could NOf/wurwi that it might carry us at Sea, 
where we could not ir alk. As we went along, 
they that were in the Gardens heard us p ifting 
by, and called to us, who comes ihere l But it' 
was dark, and we had no mind to prate, and 
therefore without an ; Anfwcr, we filcntly held 
on our way. 

When we came to the Sca-fidc, we immedi- I 
atcly ftript our fclves naked, and putting our 
Cloaths into the Boat, carried it, and them, as 
far into the Sea as we could wade; and this we 
did, \c{\ our tender Boat (hould be torn again/} 
the Stones or Rccly, and then all feven of us 
got into her: But here we foon found how our 
Skill in Calculating the Lading of our Vcftcl fail- ( 

cd 
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cJ us: For \vc were no fooncr Embarqued, 
but (he was rcad^ to fmk under us, thcw«itcr 
coming in over the Tides \ To that once again we. 
mult entertain new Counfcls ath(i,onc,whofe 
Heart n ojl failed him, was willing to fhut out, 
and rather hazard the uncertain Torments of the 
Land, than certainly be drown'd at Sea ; then 
we made a fccond Experiment, but fiill (he was 
To deep Laden, that we all concluded there was 
no venturing out to Sea : At length, another 
went alhorc, and then (he held np her Head ve¬ 
ry rtoutly, and Teem'd hearty enough for our 
Voyage. 

It was time now to commit, and Commend 
our Tclvcs, and Vcficlto the Protection, and 
Conduct of that God who Rules the Winds and 
the Waves, andwhofe Kingdom is in the deep 
Waters , imploring Aiereyfor the Pardon of onr 
Sins, and reftgnmg up our Souls to Cod, at if 
wr had been prefently to Suffer Heath by the 
Hand of the Executioner. And taking our 
Solemn Farewell of our two Companions, 
whom we left behind, and wifhing them as 
much Happinefs as could be hoped for in 
Slavery, and they to us at long a Life as 
could be expected by Men gomg to their 
Graves ; we Laonchcd out, upon the thir¬ 
tieth day of June , in the Year of our 
Lord , One Thoufand, Six Hundred, Forty, 
and Four : A Night for ever to be rc- 
, membred 
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mcmbrcd by his poor Creatures , who arc 
our fclvcs brent Monuments of Divine Pro* 
vidcncc, and do fet up this Little Monu¬ 
ment of his Goodnefs and Mercy, that may 
furvive us, and bear up the Name of God 
to after-times, that by us Men may Learn 
to fur their Truft in Cod: And the Bill of 
Lading is as foilovveth; John Anthony, Wil¬ 
liam Adams, JohnJephs , John — Carpenter, 
and William Ok^ley.

lie great Extremities we Endured at Sci 
for Six Days, artel Rights, with the Co¬ 
incident Trovidences of God that ap- 
pearcel fort/s in onr Extremities, and 
oitr Miraculous Landise at Mayork, 

JOj6. 16 -n- 

W E arc now out at Sea without Helm,or 
Pilot; without Anchor, Tackle, or 
! Cempafs ; but God was theft, all thefe , and 
more than all theft. Our Number was Small, 

1 our Work was Great, we could not afford one 
, Idle Hand, not one Idle Finger : Four of the 
! Company continually wrought at the Oars; and 
indeed we wrought fvr our laves, and then I 
ftiall not need to fay how tve wrought : Cut this 
1 (hall fay, 1 can truly fay it, 1 never faw ilrcngth 
I fo si rained, nor the utnioil of what Nature 
could do for Life and Liberty, exerted fo much 
in all my Life. The Employment of the fifth 
Man was more tape, but no lefs hecefiary,which 
u'astofrce the Boat of that Water, which by 
Degrees Icakt through our Canvas. 

We Labour'd the harder thu Night, bccaufc 
we would gladly be out of the Ken of our Old 
Mailers 
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Maftcrs by D-ty ; but when Day appear'd, we 
were yet within light ofthcirShips.that lay in the 
1 Liven, and Road, and ofT the Land : But our 
Boat being fmall, and lying clofc, and fnug up¬ 
on the Sea, either was not at all Difcovcrcd,or 
clfc feemed fomething that was not worth the 
taking up: A little hope in the midH of great 
Fears , made us double, and re double our Di¬ 
ligence j we tugg’d at the Oars like thofc who 
arc Chain'd to the Callus , bccaufc we had no 
mind to be Slaves to our Old Patroncs in their 
Callus. 

Bur upon ail Occafions we found our want of 
fore call, for now our Bread, which was to be 
the flat! of our decayed Hrength, had licnfoak- 
ing in the Salr water, like a drunken ToaH fopt 
in Brine, and was quite fpoylcd : And our frefh 
water in the Bottles Hank of the Tanned Skins, 
and Owze,having lycn fobbing in the Salt water, 
which made it naufeous : But yet that hope that 
hover'd over us, and flatter'd us that we fhould 
one day mend our Commons, fwcctcn'd all a- 
gain ; fo long as Bread was Bread , we com¬ 
plained not: Three days with good Husbandry 
it laHcd, but then pale Famine ( which is the 
worft lhape Death cm be painted in ) Hared us 
in the Face ; And there was no fublitutc for 
Bread at Sea: At Land, the Roots of Grafs, the 
tops of Trees, arid the vjleft Excrements have 
ferved to Hop the clamour of a Ravenous Sto¬ 
mach, but that which Slaves defpifed,we fhould 

have 
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have admired, and prized : Water indeed we 
might have, either cilJ, erhot ; we had choice, 
but it was a hard choice : Either the cold fait 
water out of the Sea, or that warmer, which 
had been drained through our Codies, and that 
weehofe of the two, but we mull not have that, 
after a while, unlcfs we would fird Accept the 
other: And the Mi'ery was, thefe did not af- 
■fvrage our third, but mcreafe it ; nor mcreafe 
oar Jlrengtb, bi t eitnn.ijb it ; yet thefe were 
the means of Life : Strange means, that would 
dedroy the End. 

Several things added to our Mifery; for trou¬ 
ble fcldom comes folitary. For fird, we had 
the Wind for feme time fuil againd us: And this 
was both an evil in it felf, an evil in its ejf'cCt, 
and an evil in its cattfe. It was a great evil wit 
felf ; it wereafed our Labour, and then defeated 
I it: We Rowed harder, to lefs furpofe } we mo- 
| ved ,but did not advance ; we fpent our firength 
| for nought, and in vain. It was an evil in les 
effellfi or it engaged the Haters againfl us, and 
drew them into us party. The Sea is a per felt 
Neuter of it felf, and willing to maintain its 
Neutrality ; but the powerful Winds drew her 
into the Faifion : And that Sea which ferves the 
North to day, fhall comply with the more pre¬ 
vailing Soutn to Morrow ■, for the Waves are 
the great e(l time ftrvtrs in the World: But it 
was far the greated evil <»/ its Caufe j for the 
Winds being againJl m, Argued that God wai 
agamft 
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again ft tu ; for the Wind we know was bit: 
He brings th' 11 ’Mils cut of bis Af ignzji.es. WC 
were nowfodifpirited, that we debated , whe¬ 
ther we jhonld bear up with the Windy or make 
the left of our way, and Row again ft it} That 
is, whether it were not better to go back to Al¬ 
giers with cafe, than painfully make towards 
freedom} At lad, like Perfons that though we 
knew not what to do, yet rcfolvcd not to return; 
we rcfolvcd whillt we had l.ifc, and Strength , 
and Breath, we would ftrug.,lc with it: And 
now the great God interpofed \ he rebuked hit 
Windy it was not again ft iu ; nay, he reconciled 
his Wind, and it became our friend. 1 !c that 
can turn the Rivers in the South , could turn the 
W.nd out of the North : Here we might have 
hid a notable demon 1 ration of Gods Sovereign¬ 
ty. He determined the Quarter of the Wind, 
tnc Quantity of the Wind, andtheConttnuanee 
of the Wind. The Quarter, whence it (hiuld 
blow. The Quantity, how much it fhou'd blow, 
and the Continuance, how long it flmtld blow. 
The Quarter was our Enemy, the Continuance 
had quite brought us to Dcfpair; tut had he 
opened his Hand, and let out one blaft more, the 
proud Waters had gone over our Souls, we had 
perified in the deep: But we fee that our times 
are in Cods Hand ; the OcC3n in the hollow of 
the fan e Hand, and the Winds in the fan. e hand, 
and Happy it was for us, that we, and they , 
were all there. 


A 
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A Second great Inconvcnicncy was, that our 
Labour was without Jnternujfton, though we ad¬ 
vanced not forwards at many flroaks, yet ccfia- 
tion had driven us backwards. The poor Sen¬ 
tinel that Hands upon the Watch, yet comforts 
himfclf that another will Relieve him; but we 
had none to take the toyl off our Hands, and give 
US Refpite •• We might fbift our places, but not 
our pains. 

A Third great Evil that lay fore upon us, was 
the extremity of the heat by day ; th: Scafon 
was Raging hot, being the beginning of 7«/v; 
the Climate was hot, being under, or about the 
Fourth Climate; we wanted frerti Water to 
cool the Heat, and were engaged in continual 
Labour to enrage the heat , and all thefe made it 
infupportablc to our Bodies, and our little , or 
no hope , ( which now like a Candle burnt down 
to the Socket, did rather blink, than burn) made 
it grievous to our Souls. One (mail help we had 
(if it was a help ) that the fifth Man, who emp- 
tyed the Boat of the Salt Water, threw it upon 
the Bodies of the reft to cool them ; But this was 
a A lifer able Remedy , for olir Bodies were fo 
bleached between the fcorching Sun, and the 
cooling Water, that they rofc up in B!i ters all 
over. Great pain we felt, great danger we were 
in, greic Miferics were endured, great wants 
we were under, and had nothing little , but hope, 
food , and ftrength. By Day we were all Hark 
Naked, by Night we had our Shirts, or loofc 
G Coats, 
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Coats, and that was all our Cloathing, the reft 

we left afliorc to cafe our Boat. 

If any Hull be fo Ir.quifitivc, as to ask , by 
whit Directions we ftccrcd our Courfc, that we 
did not tack about infcnfibly in the dark Night, 
or Day ? He may know', rhar for ibcJXjy, one 
of the Company had a Pocket Dyal, which fup 
plyed the place of the Compafs, c’nc well c- 
nough for fuch a Veflcl, and fueli Mariners. By 
Night, when the Stars appeared , WC had our 
advice from them, and when they dif appeared, 
we gh:fled at our way by the Motions of the 
Clouds. 

In this fad and woful plight we continued four 
Days and Nights i on the fifth Day, we were 
on the brink of the brink, of defpair , and all 
hope that we (hould be faved, utterly pcrifticd. 
And now, asPcrfonsdcfpairingof the End, we 
ccafcdto purfuc the means-, laid by our Oars, 
JcfroiT our Labour; either we had no ftrength 
left, or were loth to throw away that little we 
had to no purpofc, oncly we kept ftill emptying 
the Boat; loth to drown, loth to dye, yet knew 
no ways to avoyd Death •• When the End is re¬ 
moved) all means perifh with it. 

They that Afi icaft,commonly wifh the mod *, 
thus when we had left fruitlefs Labour , we fell 
upon fruitlefs vrifbes , that we might meet with 
fomc Veflcl, fomc Ship to take us up: If it 
was but a Ship , we confldcred no further ; Eng-- 
HJhf or African , Tros, Tyrtnjve j all was a 
. Cafe .* 
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Cafe: Or if n't, yet the worjl wat he tier th.m 
our bad cafe \ and therefore relblvcd, could we 
have Pifeovered any Ship, to have made to¬ 
wards her, though it had been one of Algiers. 
How many wifht tlicmfclvcs again in Egypt , 
when they Combated with the un expected 
Difficulties of the Wildernefs ! How oft have 
the People of God been more afraid of the trows 
of their' Delivtr am t , than of their Danger*. 
When Chriit came to rave his Difciplcs from the 
Storm, yctbccaufc he came in a way uncouth, 
and unexpected, they cryed out for fear , Mat. 
14, 26. Whether the Header will pity, or con¬ 
demn us,I know not; but to that pafs were we 
now brought, that we would have accepted Life 
upon any terms net haft and (inful, and whether 
we fhould have ftuck .it fueh or no ,I have no fuch 
fccuriry from my own Heart as to rcfolvc 
him. 

Whilil we were at this dead ebbe of I lope, 
the Great God, whofc molt Glorious Of porno 
mty to help, is his Creaturcs groitcjl Extremi¬ 
ty: He tliat appeared for Abraham in the 
Mount , and to the three Toting A fen in the Fie¬ 
ry Furnace ; he that Delivered Ifrael at the Sea , 
at the Red Sea ; he who times all his Mercies 
for their Advantage: even He fent us fomc Re¬ 
lief, and a little Relief is grc*t,if\great exigen¬ 
ces. As we lay hulling lip and down, weDif- 
covcred a Tortoife ?iot far from us ailccp in the 
Sea. Had the great Drake Difeovered the Spa- 
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ftijlt Plate-Fleet, he could not have more Re- 
joyccd ; once again we bethought our fclvcs of 
our Oars : and now our little Boat.(hewed it 
felf to be of the right breed if Algiers, made of 
Ftratick. Timber, and to its poor Ability would 
Become a Cor fair ; v/c filcntly Rowed to our 
l’rey, took it into the Boat with great Triumph, 
we cue olf her Head, and ht her bleed into a 
Pot ; we drank the Blood, cat the Liver, 
and fuck'd the Flcfh; warm Flefh, and hot Li¬ 
quor ( except our own ) had been * great Ra- 
rtty with us a longtime, it was a Novelty of 
Providence; and really it wonderfully rcfrclh’d 
our Spirits, repaired our decayed llrcngth and 
recruited Nature; at lead, poor exhayited Na¬ 
ture was willing to be cheated, and fancy her 
felf recruited : But there was no cheat in’r, we 
were really rcfrclh’d, and with frefh Vigour and 
courage fell to our Work; we left our fears be¬ 
hind us, we pickt up fomc fcattcr’d crumbs of 
hope, and about Noon, we DiCovered, or 
thought we Difeovered l.and. It’s impofliblc 
toexprefs the Joy, and Triumph of ourraifed 
Souls at this apprchcnfion. The Poets tell U9, 
that as often as Hercules threw the great Giant 
again t the Earthy his. Mother Earth gave him 
new flrengtk ogainft the next Encounter: It was 
wnv Jirength,ntw Life tq us,though«or to touch, 
yet to fee ; or if not to. fee, to thinly we few it. 

Ir brought fre/h Blood into our Veins, feefh co¬ 
lour into our pale Checks;, we look’d not like 

Men 
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Men awaked fromfleep, not like Captives broke 
from the Chains of Algiers, but like Verfons 
rat fed from the Dead. But Hope an ( Fear 
made a ft range Mcdly Pafsitn in our Studs ; like 
thcRcparticsof two contrary joltlingTides, or 
the ftrugglinr^ofthc Eddy with the main itream : 
Hope would perfwade us that we ftw the Land; 
but chill Fear bjdc us paufc upon it, for as we 
cafily believe, what we defire to be true, fo 
we arc as ready to fear IclHtlliould not prove 
true; for fear had got long polfcffion of our 
Souls, and would hardly admit Hope 10 liir, but 
was ready to fupprefs it as A dilturbcr of us 
Empire : We had feen nothing but Air, and 
•Sea*, Sea, and Air in five Days, and Nights; 
that iliough our Rcafon told us there was loth a 
thing as Land, yet the Imprefiions that fefir had 
made upon us, made it Qucltionablc, whether 
ever we (hould fee if. And we dunt not give 
rod much Credence to our Eyes, that had been 
ufed to bring fadderitoriestdour Hearts.' iu 
• Yet Rill we wrought hard : Hope did us that 
kindnefs, it put us upon an carncit defire to fee 
whether we were deceived or no.- After fome 
further Labour, we grew more confident, and 
at laft, ‘fully futisfied that it was Land: I hope 
1 (hall never forget what a fenfe we had of < 3 <>ds 
goodnefs upon that Alfiirancc. Extremes 'do 
equally annoy , and fometimes* infatuate the 
mind: They tell us. that in Greenland , ehfex- 
tremity of Cold will make the Iron ltiek to the 
C 3 Fingers, 
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Fingers, as our Experience allures extremity 
.Heat will do*, for now like Diftrafted Pcrfor.s, 
we all leapt into the Sea, quitting our Coat, and 
being all good Swimmers, we there Bathed,and 
cooled our heated Bodies.

we were at the Mercy of.the Sharks, which 
might have (bear'd off a Leg, or Arm ; and now 
our over heated Codies were open to receive the 
Jnipjefi}on$ of that Cold Element: But as we 
never confidcrcd our Danger, the great and 
good God delivered us from the Ordinary ef¬ 
fects of fuch FolJy ; we prcfcntly. returned to 
,our Boat, and being both wearied with Labour, 
and cooled a little with the Sea, we lay us all 
down to Sltfcp in as much fccurity, as if we had 
been,in our own.Beds .* Nature being alrnoff 
fpentjcaiufthave a.Truce; (he will not under¬ 
take to keep our Jodies upon their Legs, if we 
will not fubmit to her great ftanding Ordi¬ 
nance, of Rclt; and here we fawftill more of 
Divine Goodnefs, - that our Leaky Vcffel did not 
bury us in the Sea, .and we awaking find our 
fclvcs in the othet World: But he that gave «/ 
Sleep, meafuredity and he meafured it exa[lly t 
notfuffering us to out-fietp the Seafqn of plying 
our Pump, or that which fupplycd the place of 
it.- • • r- 

Bcing thus rcfrclh’d with deep, u'C found new 
ftrength /or our Work, and God found us New 

Werk^ 
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worl^ for our jlrcngth : We lugged the harder 
at the Oar, becaufc we hoped e tc Night to flei'p 
upon a more Aablc, and faithful Element. But 
we made our way very flowly, and when we 
call up the Account of our Progress, (build .that 
we haJ gone but little way in . 1 1 eng five: to¬ 
wards Evening we difeovered another ifl ind : 
The firft we faw was M.tyork^ thcMVcond, 
fromentcre ; and foinc .of our Company that 
had Sailed in thefe Seas, would undertake 'to'af- 
furc us of it : Wo debared not long trt;Svh 5 di 
of thefe we (hould dirc&Aur Courfc,' for the 
latter being much infelied with vcncriWlft Ser¬ 
pents, and little, if at all Inhabited iwcjrcfol- 
vcdall for A/.iyorl^: All that Night we Kowed 
“very hard, and the next", 'bithgthc tixtfi m 
and from our putting to Sea'j'Vc'k^pt°<Viihln 
fight of it all Pay, and about Ten d 'Clock at 
Night we came under the Ifland, bgrthe Jdocks 
were there fo craggy, andAeep, that We could 
not climb up. 

Whilil we were under thefe Rocks there 
came a VcITcI very near us. Let the Reader put 
himfclf in our Acad, let him but Copy out our 
Thoughts, let him imagine how'loth wc-'wcre 
to lofc all our toil and Travel, to forgo our De¬ 
liverance, to have this Rich Mercy, which God 
had put into our Hands, wreAed out of them 
again by fomc Turkjf) Pickaroon, or Corfiir y 
that arc always skimming thofc Seas : It con¬ 
cerned us therefore to lye clofc, and when they 
k G 4 were 
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. were paCTed by, we gently crept along the Coaft 
as near the llioar as we durft, till we found a 


convenient place, where we might thruft in our 
Weather-beaten Coat. 

If thefe Papers fliould fall into the hands of

We confcfled God had done Great things for us, 
but hew great th ngs he had done was beyond 
our Comprchcnfion .* We had eft apedthe Sea , 
but yet Derfth might be found at Land\ and we 
were ready to fay, with S~ntffen y Judg. j 5. j $. 
_Lord, thou haft given tint great DtLverat.ee 
into the hands of thy Servants, andncwlhallwe 
dye for Thirji ? We had had r.o Food fincc we 
cat the Liver, and drank the Blood of theTor- 
roife, and therefore leaving three of our Com¬ 
pany with the Boat, the other two, vm. John 
Anthony , and my’felf were fent 6ut to fcout 
abroad for frefh Water .* And the rather were 
we fent, bccaufc this jihn sintbony could fpcak 
both the Spam ft, and Italian Tongues very 
perfectly; and 1 had as much of the Sfanijh as 
might ferve to exprefs our wants, and dcfircs, 
if perhaps we might mcctwith 3ny Perfons there¬ 
abouts. 
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abouts. Wc were not far gone, before we fell 
into a Wood, aiidwc were in a Wildcrnefs in 
our thoughts, which way to take : I Ic will needs 
go his way, and I mine. Good l ord / what a 
/rail, impotent thing is Man! That t hey whom 
common dangers by Sea, common Deliverances 
front Sc,i had United, fhould now about our 
own wills fall out a: l and. And yet thus wc 
did: He gave me reproachful words, and it's 
well wc c ime not to blows: But 1 went my own 
way. and he feeing me refolute, followed me , 
and the Providence of God, not dealing with us 
according to our frowardnefs, fell wed lubctb: 
This way led us to a W atch-Tower of the Spam- 
, ards, many of which they keep upon tlcSca- 
Coaits, to give the Counrrey timely notice of 
any Pickaroons that come alhoar to Rob, and 
Spoyl. 

When wc came within call, fearing he might 
Difeharge at us, wc fpokc to him upon the 
Watch, tolj him our Condition, what wc 
were, whence wc came, how wcefcapcd; and 
carncflly begged of him to direft us to fomc frcfli 
Water, and in the mean time to beftow upon us 
.fomc Bread. He very kindly threw us down 
(t.t old mouldy Cakj } but fo long as it was a Cake, 
and not a (lane, nor a Bullet, Hunger did not 
-conftJcr'its Mouldincft : Then he directed us 
to frclh Water, which was hard by : Wc flood 
not telling Stories j wc icmcmbrcd our ft Ives, 

we 
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we icmcmbred our brethren left with our Boat, 
and Obforving the Sentinels Directions, came, 
to a Well, where there was a Pot with firings 
to draw with : We drank a little Water, and 
cat a bit of our Cake, but the pafiugc was fo 
tfif uftd, that we had much ado to force our 
Throats to relieve our clamourous liomachs : 
But here we ibid not, but, with the four Le¬ 
pers in the Tcr.ts of the Syrians, z Kings 7. 9. 
Rebuked our feivcs, H e do not well, vet have 
fljd 'I idtngi to curry , and do we hold our peace } 

We rcturnto out Boat, arc welcomed by our 
Companions, acquaint them with the good fuc- 
ccfs ol our Lmbufly, and all prepare to make 
to the Well. . 

. • And now we rr.ttjl leave our Boat j that faith¬ 
ful Injlruwent of Gods Providence, which had 
fo irufttly ferved his purpefe to deliver us : It 
was not without fomc Rceoy lings upon our Spi¬ 
rits, that we (liQiild fo much as in appearance 
in.itate :t>: inor,mttide of thofc, who having fer¬ 
ved their private ends on their 1 nends, and have 
now no lurcher ,ufc,of them, mod ungratefully 
(hake them off. - That we fhould fee like the war 
rrr-<V,\vhich ufes the water topurfuc his Game, 
and when he comes to Land, (hakes it off as 
iroublcfon.c , and bur deaf owe. But it was no 
time to fiand upon Complements; Hunger, 
Third, Wearinefs, Defire of Rcfrcfhmcnt and 
Red, thofc in-fortunaic Phm,. Commanded us 
1 away i 
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away; and tying our Boat as fall as we could 
to the Shoar, we left her to A ftrey, which had 
$>ecn fo good to us. 

' As we were going, or rather creeping, or 
crawling towards the Well, another Qyarrcl 
ftarted amongfl us, the Memory whereof-is 
fo ungrateful, that I Hull give it a Burial in fi- 
lencc, the bell Tomb for Controverftej.

'■ And now we arc at the Well, and the Well is 
provided of Water, and we have fume thing to 
draw ; all theft helps God has given us, but he 
mufl give US one more, even a throat to fwabove 
it, without which, all the reft fgnife nothing. 
This was the evil Difeafe Solomon had Obferved 
in his Days, Ecclcf.6. 2. A Man to whom 
Cod had given Riches , Wealth, and Honour , 
fo that he veanteth nothing for his Soul, of all 
that he deftreth ; yet Cod giveth him not Power 
to eat thereof : He that gives US water to drinks 
and meat to eat , muft give us Power to eat and 
drinks alfo. How totally do we depend upon 
him for Life, and Breath, and all things ! One 
of our Company, William Adams, attempting 
to drink,after many EiTays w-‘s not able tofwal- 
Jow it,‘ but ftill the water returned, fo that he 
funk down to the Ground, faintly faying, lam 
a dead Alan ; we forgot our fclves,to remember 
him, and after much llriving, and forcing, he 
took a little j and when he and we were rcfrcfli’d 
i . with 



with our Cake and wjtcr, \vc lay down by the 
YVellfidc till the Morning. None of us cou'd 
Watch for the reft, but One Cod watched our 
tti all : There we lay loekt up, and buried in 
Sleep : The Heavens covered us, when we wan¬ 
ted a Canopy .• Each might fay in the Morning, 
with David, Pfal.$. 5 1 laid me down andfiepi • 
J awaked, fcrthe Lord fuftatned me, t 

When it was dear Day, we addrclt ouij 
felvcs once more 10 the Man upon the wat.h; 
Tower, entreating him to Direfl us the ready 
way to the next Houfc, or Town, where we 
might find Relief. I Ic civily points us towards 
a Houfc about two Miles olf, whither, with 
wearied Reps, and joyful Hearts, we now 
began to Travel: Oor Feet had been fo par- 
boy led, and quodled with the Suns heat, in the 
Salt water-pickle , that they were very raw, 
and more blillcr’d; and long it was before we 
could over-come the tedioufnefs of thofe two 
Miles. When we approach d the Houfc, the 
Owner cfpying us, and concluding by our flab¬ 
by garb, that we were fomc Pilfering Rafeals, 
PrcfcQted a Fowling Piece at us, and charged us 
to (land. The foremoft of our Company, who 
could fpeak rhar Language well, meekly told 
him, he might fparc that Language, we were 
uot abU, if we had fo wicked a will ■ nor willing , 
if we had been able, tooffer him die lead injury; 
That we were a Company of poor Creatures; 
whop} the v’ 0n dcrful Providence of God had 
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ftcfcucd from the Slavery of Algitn ^nd hoped 
he would fliew Mercy to the Aiflictcd. 'i he 
llonc't I a< liter, moved with our Rt latir-n, fent 
us out Bread, \ V'atcr, an I Olives, with which 
when we had rcfrcfli d our fclvcs, we lay down, 
an \ Hefted three or four hours in the Field; and 
returning thanks for his Charity, prepared to 
crawl away at our lame rate. He feeing us 
thankful Beggers, enlarged his Civility to us, 
called us into his I loufc, and gave us good warm 
Bean Pottage, which fecined to me the mod 
Plcafant Food that ever 1 cat in my Life: Our 
Leave once more taken, we Advanced towards 
the City of Mayo>\, which from this place is 
about ten Miles: No water could we meet with 
upon our way, but towards Evening, we dif- 
covcrcd one drawing Water at a VVcII, we 
haded to him, and lie drew for us j that was our 
Supper, andthcrc was our Lodging that Night. 

1 he next Morning we came into the Suburbs 
of the City, the ftrangcncfsof our Attire, being 
bare foot, barclcg’d, having nothing on but 
loofc Coats over our Shirts, drew a croud of en¬ 
quirers about us, who we were / whcficc we 
came? whither we went ? We gave them a 
particular Account of our Deliverance, with its 
G’rcumftanccs; and they as willing to pity, as 
to kjioxv ovr Eftatc, and as ready to Relieve,' as 
fity t accommodated us for the prefent with food 1 , 
they ,gavc us Wine* and StrongAvaters, *tfd 
whatever clfc might recover our c^hauftcd Spi- 

rits; 
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rits j but told us, \vc muft be obliged to tarry 
in the Suburbs, till the Ptte Riy lurd notice that 
fuchStrangers were Arrived: lie had focn/«- 
ftrrratith of us, ar.d we as foon a Cen.n audio 
appear before him : He Examined us about ma¬ 
ny AtTairsj what Men of War the sibtrir.es 
had at Sea ? what Hrength they were of at 
Land ? line above all, he was ir.oft curious,and 
exaft in farisfyi 'g himfelf about our Efc3pe, our 
Hoar, our Kazaids at tea, wherein when we 
had fully Obeyed him, he Ordered we fhould 
be maintaned at his own Coll till we could have 
pafiage to our ow n Countrey. 

In this while the People gathered us Money- 
to buy us Cloathsand Shooes, and we w nred 
nothing that Nature called for, but thanlful 
Hearts to God. And they endeavoured to help 
to that Mercy too : As I was walking in the 
Streets viewing the City, a Young Man fteps to 
me, Friend (laid he) arc you one of thofc that 
came lately Over in the Canvas Hoat i 1 An- 
fwered. Yes, I w r as one of them: well (rcply- 
cd the Young Man ) It was not the little Loat , 
but the Great God that brought you Over. I 
muft needs fay, I often think cf this Young mans 
W'ords, and as often as I think of them they 
chide me, that I have not hitherto more pub- 
lickly owned God in his Gracious and wonder-. 
ful Deliverance. However, others may be con-' 
ccrn'd to Read I know nor yet I am concern'd to- 
Write of the great things God has done for me.

I T may not prove ungrateful to the Reader, 
to fee how the great God, who bt*Hu to work 
for us, t erf ell e d tus \xorkfconcerning w: How 
hcthatfiad, and did deliver, would dill deliver 
us; as finale Stars have their Glories, yet Con- 
filiations "arc more Glorious: So each Provi¬ 
dence of'God is Admirable-, but taken together, 
as one ferving another, and this hc'ping forwards 
that , fo indeed they aremoft Admirable; when 
the Creator viewed his each days work, it fo 
punctually anfwcrcd its Jdaa according to 
which, and Obeyed the Paver by which it was 
Created, that he pronounced it Good ; but when 
he re-viewed the Produft of rhe fix days, he 
pronounced all to be very f ood : Each Letter in 
a Book fpcaks skill , but when thofe Letters form 
words , thofe words , fentences, r L .ere is a grea¬ 
ter Excellency, and more skill Difeovered : Sr- 
par.ue Providences fpcakout eminently fomeol 
Gods Attributes \ but when we put them toge¬ 
ther, all.the Attributes of God (hint* forth in'

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them, and one Uluftratc another, which reflects 
a light upon the former. 

Mayork, ; is a City where our Entity Ships 
did feldom Trade, and we being full of- defire to 
fee our Native Countrey, preferr’d our humble 
Petition to*the Viet-Roy, Thai we wight have 
Pajfage in the King of Spains Callies, which\ 
were then in the Road, bound for Alicant in- 
Spain, which he gracioufly granted us : What- 
cold Entertainment we met with there from 
fomc of our own Countrcy, I (hall draw a veil 
over $ yet even there we found the Mercies of 
Cod. One Merchant took Companion on 11s, 
and Conduced us to an Englty manj Houle, 
where we Lodged, and gave us half a Dollar 
1 to defray ourChargcs.Thc next day,under.land¬ 
ing that there was an Englty-tnsn in the Road. 

1 bound for England , we went aboard to fee for 
1 PalTage^ we made our Condition our bcilAr- 
I gument to prevail: The Mailer told us, he had 
1 but little Provifion, but if we would be content 
with Bread, and Beverage, we might go. We 
accounted that, Royal Fare , and accordingly 
waited till he fet Sail: W hi 111 we were aboard, 
two Engltjli Merchants came thither alfo , and 
were very-earnclt that we would give them the 
(hort of our Adventure: We gratified thein.and 
one of them faid *, Countrey-mcn, we have heard 
your (lory. After a few days, we fet Sail, and 
| when we were at Sea, were hotly Chafed by 
fwo Turkifh Men of War, but being near Giblc- 
H tore , 
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tore, we got in there, and cfcapcd. We had 
known Slavery too much and long, to be arr.bi -. 
tto/u of it again - f and therefore three of us, 
John jintbony , John •— Carpenter, and my ft If 
went alhoar, and there flayed : Our other 
Companions ventur'd along with th’c Ship, and 
came into England before us. VVhillfc we 
were at (Jibletore, the Spaniards undemanding 
our Condition, much pityed us: and one told 
us, that if we would accept it, we might have 
Lodging in his VcITcl, and he had Fifh enough 
that we might make ufc of: There we (laid till 
our Money was gone, and then rcfolvcd to go 
with the Foot-Polt by Land to Cadiz., which is 
about fixty Miles: Butwhilttmy two Compa¬ 
nions were gone to enquire for the Courier, I 
Ibid upon the fhoar, and faw a finall Span if) 
Vc/lcl coming from Malaga, bound for Cadiz.; 

I went aboard him, to dcixrc Pafljgc,ho freely 
granted it, and the next Morning early, we fet 
bail, and in little time came into Cadiz.* Road, 
but not nigh enough to go afhorc, the Captain 
told us,our Pa/Tage was pi id, we might freely go 
alhorc when we would.Now, becaufe we found 
no Ship here bound for England , and hearing 
that there was one at St. Lucars, we Tra* 
Veiled thither by Land, which is about twelve 
Miles: After a fliort flay there, I met with the 
Matters Mate, of whom I carncftly entreated 
forPafiage; he told me, he had very little Pro- 
yifion, and that it would be hard to be Obtained; 

whilll 
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wbilfl wc were talking, the Boat came to fetch 
him aboard, and in her there was a Youth, who 
was the Mailers Son: He asked his Fathers 
Mate, who was alfo his Uncle, who wc were ? 
He told him, wc were poor Men EfcapcJ from 
jilgiersy .but for want of Provifion, he doubted 
.we could not go for England. No / ( faid the 
Youth) do you think my Father will deny paf- 
fage to poor Englijb-mcn , that come from W/- 
giersl' Come Countrey men (faid he) come 
into the Boat, you fhall have Pafiage: He pre* 
fcntly acquaints his Father with us and our Con¬ 
dition : He treated us with great kindnefs, he 
prevailed with the Merchants to lay in Provifion 
! for us : wc continued in his Ship till wc came 
away : In the time of our (lay, I wet# aboard 
one Captain Goodfon , who lay then in the Road, 
he was extremely civil tome; at my departure 
he gave me twenty (hillings, and fet me aboard 
our Ship, in his own Boat. We met with 
contrary winds, and were very near Engaging 
with a Hamburger ; it was five weeks before wc 
could reach the Downstwhcrc wc arrived in Sep. 
j 644. The Commander of the Ship was Captain 
Smithy of Redrijf.
